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PREFACE. 

Ordinances, of a general and permanent nature only, 
are contained in this book. Many ordinances, temporary 
in their character, have been omitted. The latter may be 
found in the books and records in the office of the Clerk in 
the City Building. 

Since the last codification of ordinances in 1893, the 
city government has been changed from the federal form 
of government to the commission form of government. By 
virtue of the provisions of the charter, under which the 
city is now governed, all ordinances enacted prior to the 
adoption of the commission form of government and not 
inconsistent therewith, remain in full force and effect. The 
duties, powers and rights of the council and the offices by 
which the council administered the government of the city 
have been absorbed by the present form of government and 
have been conferred and delegated, automatically, by tho 
provisions of the charter, to the City Commission.

It was possible, only to miake these notations for or- 
dinances enacted after June 1, 1893. Therefore, for or- 
dinances passed prior to that time, the date of their en- 
actment only has been given.

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CHARTER COMMISSION. 

An ordinance to provide for the submission to the 
electors of the question "Shall a commission be chosen to 
frame a charter for the City of Middletown, Ohio, and for 
the election of the members of the Commission ? 

Be It Ordained by the Council of the City of Middle- 
town, State of Ohio, two-thirds of all members elected 
thereto concerning. 

Section 1. That the question "Shall a commission be 
chosen to frame a charter?" be submitted to a vote of the 
qualified electors of said City at the special election to be 
held on Tuesday, the sixth day of May, 1913, at the regular 
place or places of voting in said City as established by the 
Board of Deputy State Supervisors and Inspectors of Elec- 
tions of Butler County, Ohio, between the hours of 5 :30 A. 
M. and 5 :30 P. M. That said election shall be submitted in 
the form following, to-wit: — 

"Shall a commission be chosen to frame a Charter?" 
and those who vote in favor of the proposition shall have 
written or printed on their ballots the words "YES" and 
those who vote against same 'shall have written or printed 
on their ballot the word "NO." 

Section 2. That the ballot upon which the question 
provided for in section one hereof shall be submitted, shall 
bear no party designation : it shall have printed or written 
thereupon the names of all electors who shall have been 
nominated as provided in section three hereof, in case a 
majority of electors voting upon the question "Shall a com- 
mission be chosen to frame a Charter" shall have voted in 
the affirmative, then and in that event and not otherwise 
the fifteen electors who shall have received the largest num- 
ber of votes for members of such commission shall be and 
constitute "A Commission to Frame a Charter." 

• Section 3. All nominations for members of such 
Commission shall be made by nomination-papers signed by 
petitioners not less in number than one for each fifty per- 
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sons who voted at the last preceding general municipal 
election, and shall be certified and filed in the same manner 
as is provided by law for the filing and certification of the 
nomination-papers of candidates for municipal offices in 
annual registration cities, not less than twenty-five days 
prior to the said sixth day of May, 1913. 

Section 4. The ballots for members of the Commis- 
sion shall be prepared and printed as follows: The whole 
number of ballots to be printed for the municipality shall 
be divided by the number of Candidates for members of 
the Commission, and the quotient so obtained shall be the 
number of ballots on each series of ballots to be printed the 
names of Candidates shall arrange in alphabetical order 
and the first shall be placed last and the next series printed 
and so shall the process be repeated until each name shall 
have been first. These ballots shall then be combined in 
tablets with no two of the same order of names together. 

Section 5. The ballots shall be so printed as to give 
each elector a clear opportunity to designate by a cross 
mark in the blank enclosed space on the left and before the 
name of each candidate, his choice of particular candidates. 
A cross shall be placed at the left of the name of each can- 
didate for whom the elector desires to vote. 

Section 6. That the Clerk be and he is hereby direct- 
ed to certify a copy of this ordinance to the Board of Dep- 
uty State Supervisors and Inspectors of Elections of But- 
ler County, Ohio. 

Section 7. This ordinance shall take effect and be in 
lorce from and after the earliest period allowed by law.

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FOREWORD. 

To the Honorable Council and to the Electors of the City of 
Middletown, Ohio. 

Gentlemen : — 

We, the commissioners elected by the people of the 
City of Middletown, Ohio, to prepare a charter for the City, 
under the Constitution of Ohio, whereby the people, under 
the powers therein granted, have the right to create their 
own form of government, and prescribe the powers of the 
officers, beg leave to report : 

1st. That we have given to this subject many days of 
careful consideration. 

2nd. We herewith present to you a new charter to be 
voted for on August 8, 1913, and it is presented in the hope 
that it will enable our City to have a more efficient and 
economical form of government, by combining the legisla- 
tive and administrative departments, thereby eliminating 
the useless and wasteful efforts of divided authority and 
divided responsibility. 

3rd. We have reserved as a part of this charter the 
power in the people to propose ordinances which they may 
deem wise and proper and by the referendum to prevent 
the adoption of ordinances, which the people may think im- 
proper, extravagant, watef ul or harmful. 

4th. By the recall we have reserved to the people the 
right to remove any elective officer for any good and suf- 
ficient cause. 

5th. We have selected the commission form of gov- 
ernment, because it seems to us to be properly adapted to 
Cities like our own. We have made the commission re- 
sponsible to the people, and to the people alone. 



PREAMBLE. 

We, the people of the City of Middletown, State of 
Ohio, in order to secure for ourselves the benefits of local 
self government under the Constitution of the State of 
Ohio, do order and establish this charter for the govern- 
ment of said City of Middletown and its successors.

ARTICLE I. 

Section 1. Name and Boundaries. The municipal 
corporation now existing and known as "The City of Mid- 
dletown" shall remain and continue to be a body politic and 
corporate under the same name and with the same bound- 
aries, with power and authority to change its boundaries 
and annex other territory continguous thereto in the man- 
ner authorized by the general laws of Ohio. 

Section 2. Saving Clause. All general laws of the 
State of Ohio applicable to municipal corporations, now ex- 
isting or hereafter enacted, not to conflict with the provis- 
ions of this charter, or with the ordinances enacted there- 
under, shall apply to the government of the City of Mid- 
dletown. 

All ordinances, by-laws and resolutions now in force, 
or in force when this charter takes effect, not inconsistent 
or in conflict with the provisions of this charter, shall con- 
tinue in full force and effect until repealed, altered or 
amended as provided by general laws and the provisions of 
this charter. All vested rights of the City of Middletown, 
and all property, real and personal, of the City, shall con- 
tinue to be vested or belong to the city, and not affected by 
the adoption of this charter ; nor shall any right or liability, 
pending suit or prosecution, either on behalf of or against 
the City, be in any manner affected by the provisions hereof. 

The enumeration of particular powers by this charter 
shall not be held or deemed exclusive, but in addition to the 
powers enumerated herein, or implied thereby, appropriate 
to the exercise thereof, the City shall have and may exer- 
cise all other powers granted to municipal corporations, un- 
less such grant of general powers by the State of Ohio is in 
conflict with the provisions hereof. 

Section 3. Officers — How Elected. All oflScers pro- 
vided to be elected in this charter shall be elected upon one 
ballot, and without any p^rty designation of any kind upon 
such ballot. 
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The names of all candidates shall be placed under a 
proper heading designating the title of the office to be se- 
lected, in the manner now provided for the election of mem- 
bers of the Board of Education. 

Section 4. Nominations of Same. Before any name 
shall be placed upon the ballot a petition, signed by 5% of 
the electors of the city, shall be filed with the Board of Dep- 
uty Supervisors of Elections of Butler County, Ohio, at 
least sixty (60) days prior to such election, unless such 
candidate has been nominated at a regular primary election 
held under the laws of the State of Ohio, and all candidates 
whether nominated by petition or primary as aforesaid 
shall be placed upon such ticket without any party designa- 
tion thereof. 

ARTICLE II.— CITY COMMISSION. 
Officers, Powers, Duties, Terms and Salaries. 

Section 1. Abolition of Existing Offices. All existing 
elective officers, including the city council and members 
thereof, and all commissions and boards in conflict with the 
provisions of this charter are hereby abolished; provided 
that all officials of the city, both elective and appointive, 
now in office, shall continue to discharge and perform the 
respective duties thereof until the election, qualification and 
organization of the first City Commission under this char- 
ter. 

Section 2. City Commission. There is hereby cre- 
ated a City Commission consisting of five (5) electors, resi- 
dent of the City of Middletown, who shall be nominated and 
elected as hereinbefore stated, and shall exercise all pow- 
ers, authority and rights, legislative, executive and admin- 
istrative now vested in and exercised by the City of Mid- 
dletown and its several officers. All powers, authority and 
rights vested in or granted to the City of Middletown, its 
city council and the members thereof, shall, subject to the 
provisions of the Constitution of the State of Ohio and of 
this Charter, be vested in, possessed and exercised by said 
City Commission and the several members thereof, or un- 
der their direction. 
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Section 3. Election. At the first election held after 
the adoption of this charter the entire number of commis- 
sioners shall be chosen. The two candidates receiving the 
highest number of votes at such first election shall serve for 
four years, and the remaining commissioners for two years. 
At all subsequent elections except where a commissioner is 
chosen to fill an unexpired term, the conmiissioners shall be 
chosen for a term of four years. 

Vacancies in the Commission shall be filled by the 
Commission for the remainder of the unexpired term. If 
the term of such commissioner whose place becomes vacant 
does not expire on the first day of January following the 
next regular municipal election, then such person chosen 
by the Commission shall serve only until such regular elec- 
tion, at which time a commissioner shall be elected to fill 
the remainder of the unexpired term. When a vacancy oc- 
curs as the result of a recall election, such vacancy shall be 
filled in the manner provided for such cases. 

Section 4. Meetings of Commission, At ten o'clock 
a. m. on the first day of January following a regular muni- 
cipal election, the Commission shall meet at the regular 
place of holding such meetings, at which time the newly 
elected commissioners shall assume the duties of their office. 

Thereafter the Commission shall meet in legislative 
session at least once each month, and in administrative ses- 
sion at least once each week, at such times as the said com- 
mission may prescribe by ordinance or resolution. No leg- 
islative business shall be considered or acted upon at ad- 
ministrative sessions. 

Section 5. Special Meetings. Upon written request 
of the Chairman or any two members, special legislative 
sessions of the commission shall be called by the clerk. 
Such request shall state the subjects to be considered at 
said special meeting, and no other business shall be there 
transacted. 

Section 6. Meetings Open to Public. All meetings, 
whether legislative or administrative, of the City Commis- 
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sion, shall be open to the public at all times, and all records 
of such City Commission shall be open to the inspection of 
any elector of the City of Middletown at all reasonable 
time. 

Section 7. Right of Petition. The right to petition 
the City Commission is reserved to the people at all times, 
and any petition presented by any electors shall be properly 
filed and duly recorded. 

Section 8. Signing of Ordinances, Every ordinance 
or resolution passed by the city commission shall be signed 
by the Chairman, or two members, and filed with the Clerk 
within two days and by him recorded, and shall be publish- 
ed in the manner hereinafter provided. 

Section 9. Powers of Commission. The powers con- 
ferred upon municipal corporations by the State of Ohio 
and by the General Laws of the State of Ohio, and such ad- 
ditional powers which may have been or may be hereafter 
conferred upon municipal corporations by the General As- 
sembly, shall be exercised by the City Commission, or un- 
der its direction, unless the exercise of such powers shall 
have been expressly conferred upon some other authority 
of the City of Middletown or reserved to the people. 

Section 10. Salaries of City Commissioners. The 
salary of each commissioner shall be $500.00 per year, pay- 
able quarterly out of the City Treasury. 

If any commissioner shall be absent from any regular 
or special legislative or administrative session there shall 
be deducted out of his compensation for each meeting so 
missed 2% of the annual salary herein provided. 

Section 11. Bonds of Commissioners. Each Com- 
missioner shall within ten days after receiving notice of his 
election, give a bond payable to the City of Middletown in 
the sum of $3,000.00, which bond shall be filed with the 
Auditor of the City prior to the First day of January fol- 
lowing his election. The surety on such bond shall be some 
Surety Company authorized to do dusiness in the State of 
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Ohio, and the premium required by such Surety Company 
shall be payable ouf of the General Fund of the City. 



ARTICLE III. 

Section 1. Administrative Officers, Appointing Pow- 
er. The City Commission shall appoint a clerk, treasurer, 
auditor, attorney, city engineer, and all other administra- 
tive officers which in their judgment are necessary for the 
proper discharge of the public business. 

Section 2. Creation and Discontinuance of Offices. 
Subject to the provisions of this charter, the City Commis- 
sion shall have authority to create and discontinue offices, 
departments and employments; to appoint or provide for 
the appointment of all officers and employees of the city of 
Middletown ; to remove any such officers or employee by a 
majority vote of all members ; and by ordinance or resolu- 
tion, to prescribe, limit or change the compensation of such 
officers and employees. 

Section 3. Board of Health. The Board of Health as 
now constituted shall continue in office until the terms of 
its members shall respectively expire, and the City Com- 
mission shall appoint new members to such Board of Health 
upon expiration of the terms of office of the respective 
members; and such Board of Health shall exercise all the 
powers now conferred by general law upon Boards of 
Health, or which may be hereafter conferred by the General 
Assembly or by ordinance of the City of Middletown ; and 
such Board shall serve without compensation. 

Section 4. Board of Library Trustees. The Board of 
Library Trustees now in office shall continue in office until 
their respective terms shall expire; and the City Commis- 
sion is hereby authorized to fill such terms upon the expir- 
ation thereof, and said Board of Library Trustees shall ex- 
ercise the powers, duties, and obligations as provided for 
by ordinance or the general laws, or which may be here- 
after provided bjr the General Assembly of the State of 
Ohio ; and such Board shall serve without compensation. 
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Section 5. Park Commissioners. The Park Commis- 
sioners of the City shall continue in office for their respect- 
ive terms and upon the expiration of which terms the City 
Commission is hereby authorized to fill the same by ap- 
pointment, and such park commissioners shall exercise the 
powers and duties now conferred by general law or which 
may hereafter be conferred upon such commissioners by 
the General Assembly of the State of Ohio. Such Park 
Commissioners shall serve without compensation. 

Section 6. Treasurer. The Treasurer shall be the 
custodian of all moneys of the City, and shall keep and pre- 
serve the same in such manner and in such places as shalJ 
be determined by the City Commission. He shall pay out 
money only on warrants issued by the auditor. 

Section 7. Auditor. The Commission shall appoint 
an auditor, who shall keep an accurate account of all taxes 
and assessments ; of all money due to and receipts and dis- 
bursements of the City of Middletown ; of all assets and lia- 
bilities of the City, and of all appropriations made by the 
City Commission. He shall at the end of each fiscal year, 
and oftener if required by the Commission, audit the ac- 
counts of the several departments and officers, and all other 
accounts in which the city is interested. He may, under 
the direction of the City Commission, prescribe the form 
of reports to be rendered to his department, and the meth- 
od of keeping accounts of all departments. He shall re- 
quire daily reports to be made to him by each department, 
showing the receipts of all moneys by such department, 
and shall perform all other duties which the City Commis- 
sion may hereafter require of such auditor by ordinance 
or resolution. The auditor shall upon the death, resigna- 
tion, removal or expiration of the term of any officer, audit 
the accounts of such officer, and if such officer shall be 
found indebted to the city he shall immediately give notice 
thereof to the City Commission and to the Attorney, and 
the latter shall forthwith proceed to endeavor to collect 
the same. 

Section 8. Clerk. The City Commission shall 
choose a clerk who shall keep the records of the City Com- 
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mission, and perform such other duties as may be required 
by ordinance or resolution. 

Section 9. City Attorney — Powers and Duties. The 
City Attorney shall act as the legal adviser to and attorney 
and counsel for the City, and to all officers in matters re- 
lating to their official duties. He shall prepare all resolu- 
tions and bonds and other instruments in writing in which 
the city is concerned, and shall endorse on each his approv- 
al of the form and correctness thereof. He shall, at the 
request of the City Commission, prosecute or defend all 
suits at law or in equity in which the city is interested, and 
shall perform such other duties as may be required from 
time to time by the City Commission. The said City Com- 
mission may, at its discretion, employ other counsel for and 
on behalf of the city to prosecute or defend any case in 
which the City is interested, when in its judgment such ad- 
ditional counsel is necessary. The Attorney shall be the 
prosecutor in the municipal court, and if the County Com- 
missioners pay any fees or salary for such prosecution, said 
Attorney shall receive no additional compensation for act- 
ing as prosecutor in such municipal court. The Attorney 
shall have the general powers to prevent the unlawful exe- 
cution of any contract or the unlawful pajrment of money, 
or to prevent the violation of any of the provisions of this 
charter, in the name of the City of Middletown, by injunc- 
tion or otherwise. In addition thereto he shall have all 
powers to bring suits by injunction now granted or which 
may be hereafter granted by the General Assembly of the 
State of Ohio. 

Section 10. Other Officers. All other appointive of- 
ficers authorized hereunder to be appointed or which the 
City Commission from time to time may find necessary for 
the proper discharge of the business of the city, shall per- 
form such duties as may be provided from time to time by 
the City Commission. 

Section 11. Chairman of Commission. At the first 
meeting following each regular municipal election, the City 
Commission shall choose one of its members chairman, who 
shall preside at all meetings of the Commission ; autheriti-

cate all ordinances or resolutions adopted by the City Com- 
mission; sign and execute all contracts on behalf of the 
City; be authorized and . empowered to sign the corporate 
name of the City to all bonds, or other evidences of indebt- 
edness, and to affix the seal of the corporation on all pa- 
pers requiring said seal; make all proclamations in the 
name of the city necessary or required either by general or 
by ordinance or resolution of the City Commission; and 
shall for the time being be the executive head of the City. 

Section 12. Bonds. The City Commission shall de- 
termine by ordinance the amount of bonds to be given for 
the faithful performance of the duties of every officer or 
employee of the City, and the said Commission may by or- 
dinance declare that all or any such officers shall be bonded 
in some indemnity or surety company authorized to do 
business in the State of Ohio, and may by like ordinance 
provide for the payment of the premium required by such 
surety companies, out of the city treasury. 

Section 13. Oath of Office. Every officer and em- 
ployee of the City holding a position upon annual salary, 
shall, before entering upon the duties of his office, take and 
subscribe to an oath or affirmation to be filed and kept in 
the office of the clerk that he will support the constitution 
of the United States, that of the State of Ohio, and the 
charter and ordinances of the city of Middletown ; that he 
will not be influenced by any consideration except that of 
merit and fitness in the appointment or discharge of em- 
ployees ; that he will not make or authorize the expenditure 
of public money other than for adequate consideration and 
efficient service, and that he will in all other respects faith- 
fully discharge the duties of his position or office. 

Section 14. Fees and Costs to be Paid into City Treas- 
ury. All fees and perquisites authorized by law or ordin- 
ance appertaining to any officer or office in the city govern- 
ment shall be paid into the city treasury to the credit of 
such fund as may be directed by the City Commission, and 
no officer or employee shall receive other than as the rep- 
resentative of the city, and for the purpose of paying the 
same into the city treasury, any fee, present, gift, emolu- 
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ment, or share therein, for official services, other than his 
regular salary or compensation, and any officer violating 
this provision shall thereby forfeit his office. No member 
of the city government or any officer or employee shall re- 
ceive compensation for services rendered in any other de- 
partment of the city government, nor shall they, or any of- 
ficer, clerk or employee of the city act as agent or attorney 
for any person, company or corporation in relation to any 
matter to be affected by action of the legislative or any 
other department of the city, or by action of any officer of 
the city. The violation of this provision shall be cause for 
removal. 

Section 15. Commission to Fix Duties of Employees 
and Officers. The City Commission shall prescribe the dut- 
ies of all officers and employees of the city by ordinance or 
resolution, but such ordinances or resolutions shall not con- 
flict with the provisions of this charter. 

ARTICLE IV. . 

Section 1. Payment, of Claims. No warrant for the 
payment of any claim shall be issued by the Auditor until 
such claim shall have been approved by the officer or em- 
ployee in charge of the department for which the indebted- 
ness was incurred, and each officer or employee of such de- 
partment and his surety shall be liable to the city for all 
loss sustained by the city by reason of the negligent or cor- 
rupt approval of any claim against the city in his depart- 
ment. Whenever any claim shall be presented to the Aud- 
itor he shall have power to require evidence that the am- 
ount of the claim is justly due and is in conformity to law 
or ordinance, and for that purpose he may summon before 
him any officer, agent or employee of the city, or any other 
person and examine him under oath or affirmation relative 
thereto, which oath or affirmation he may administer. 

Section 2. No Officer to be Interested in Contracts. 
No member of the city commission or any other officer or 
employee of the city shall be interested in the profits or 
emoluments of any contract, job, work or service for the 
city. Any member who is, or may become interested in 
any contract, job, work or service for the city, shall forth- 
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with forfeit his office. Any contract in which any member 
of the City Commission is or may become interested in any 
way whatsoever, may be declared void by the city commis- 
sion. 

Section 3. Legislative Procedure. A majority of 
the members of the City Commission shall constitute a 
quorum to do business,' but a smaller number may adjourn 
from day to day and compel the attendance of absent mem- 
bers. The affirmative vote of a majority of the members 
of the city commission shall be necessary to adopt any mo- 
tion, ordinance or resolution, and on the passage of every 
ordinance or resolution the vote shall be taken by ''yeas^' 
and "nays," and recorded upon the journal. 

Section 4. Form of Ordinance. Each ordinance or 
resolution shall be in written or printed form, and shall not 
contain more than one subject, which shall be clearly stated 
in the title, provided, however, that a general appropria- 
tion ordin ance may contain the various subjects and ac- 
counts for which money is appropriated. 

Section 5. Passage of Ordinance. No ordinance 
shall be passed until it shall have been read on three sep- 
arate days, unless it be declared an emergency measure, 
and said emergency shall be stated in siich resolution or 
ordinance. No ordinance shall be declared an emergency 
measure except for the preservation of the public peace, 
public health or public property, and such emergency 
measure may be passed by reading the same three times 
at the same meeting by suspending this provision upon the 
affirmative vote of four members. 

Section 6. Publication of Ordinances. No ordinances 
or resolutions except emergency resolutions and ordinances 
shall go in effect until after 30 days from the date of their 
passage, except as otherwise provided in this charter. 
Emergency measures may be declared in effect .upon the 
passage and publication of such ordinance or resolution. 
Any ordinance or resolution of a general and permanent 
nature, or providing for public improvement or assessing 
property shall, upon passage, be promptly published one 
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time in not more than two newspapers, printed and of gen- 
eral circulation in the city. Such ordinance or resolution 
shall be printed in the body type of the paper under head- 
lines in 18 point type, which shall specify the nature of such 
legislation. For the publication of ordinances no newspa- 
per shall be paid any higher rate or price than its maximum 
bona fide commercial rate. 

Section 7. Annical Tax Ordinances. On the first 
Monday of May in each year the auditor shall prepare an 
ordinance to determine the amount of tax levy, under the 
direction of the City Commission. For the purpose of pre- 
paring such ordinance the auditor shall require of each of- 
ficer in charge of any department for which appropriations 
are made and such officer shall furnish, a detailed state- 
ment in writing of the expenditures of such office or de- 
partment for the previous year. After such tax ordinance 
is prepared opportunity shall be given, after at least one 
week's notice, for public hearings thereon. The ordinance 
shall then Be submitted to the City Commission and by 
them to the County Budget Commission, which shall fix the 
total maximum levy permitted to the city for the ensuing 
year. Such ordinance prescribing the levy shall specify 
definitely each and every purpose for which the levy is made 
and the amount thereof. If the levy as made by the City 
Commission shall be in excess of the limit allowed by law, 
the City Commission, after receiving notice from the county 
auditor, shall, within ten days after receipt of such notice, 
revise its levy, so as to bring it within the law. 

Section 8. Appropriations. A semi-annual appropri- 
ation ordinance shall be prepared by the auditor from the 
estimates of expenditures, necessary or required, furnish- 
ed to him by the officer in charge of departments for which 
appropriations are made, or by the City Commission. The 
total of any such appropriation ordinance shall not exceed 
the total balance carried over from the previous appropria- 
tion plue the estimated revenue of the current half year. 

Section 9. Supplemental Appropriations. Supple- 
mental appropriations shall not be made during the current 
year from a contingent fund regularly set aside by the City 
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Commission in a semi-annual appropriation ordinance, un- 
less such supplemental appropriation shall be required for 
the preservation of the public peace, public health, or pub- 
lic property, and for that purpose any and all funds in the 
city treasury, unexpended or unappropriated for the pay- 
ment of any contract, may be used for such purposes. 

Section 9. Monthly Statement of Balances. The aud- 
itor shall furnish monthly to the City Commission a writ- 
ten statement of all the balances on hand and to the credit 
of any fund or to the credit of any appropriation made for 
any specific purpose. 

Section 10. Limitation of Appropriations. No money 
shall be drawn from the city treasury except in pursuance 
of appropriations made by the City Commission, and when- 
ever an appropriation is so made, the clerk shall forthwith 
give notice to the treasurer and auditor. Appropriations 
may be made in furtherance of improvements, or other ob- 
jects or work of the city, which will not be conipleted with- 
in the current half year. At the end of each half year all 
unexpended balances of appropriations shall revert to the 
funds from which the same were appropriated, and be sub- 
ject to future appropriations. 

Section 11. Investigations by Commission. The City 
Commission or any committee thereof, authorized by it so 
to do, shall have power to compel the attendance of wit- 
nesses and the production of books, papers and other evi- 
dence at any meeting of the commission, or any committee 
thereof; and for that purpose may issue subpoenas or at- 
tachments. Such subpoenas or attachments shall be signed 
by the presiding officer of the commission or the chairman 
of any committee, as the case may be, and shall be served 
and executed by any police or other oflScer of the city. If 
any witness shall refuse to testify to any facts within his 
knowledge, or produce any books or papers in his posses- 
sion or under his control, relating to the matter then under 
inquiry, the City Commission shall have power to commit 
the witness to prison for contempt. No witness shall be 
excused from testifying touching his knowledge of the mat- 
ter under investigation, but such testimony shall not be 
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used against him in any criminal prosecution except prose- 
cution for perjury. 

Section 12. Reports of Commission. At the end of 
each year the City Commission shall have printed an annual 
report in pamphlet form, giving a classified statement of 
all receipts and expenditures, assets and liabilities of the 
city ; a detailed comparison of such receipts and expendi- 
tures with those of the preceding year ; a summary of the 
commission's proceedings and the operation of the admin- 
istrative departments for the previous year. Copies of such 
report shall be furnished to the city library and to any 
citizen of the city who may apply therefor at the office of 
the clerk. 

ARTICLE V. 

Municipal Court. 

Section 1. Powers and Duties. There is hereby cre- 
ated and established a municipal court of the City of Mid- 
dletown, and the office of the Judge of said court. Said 
court shall be styled the "Municipal Court" and shall be a 
court of record. It shall have jurisdiction of all offences 
under the ordinances of the city now or hereafter enacted, 
and all misdemeanors committed within the corporate lim- 
its of the city, and to hear and finally determine all such 
cases, and to impose the penalty prescribed by law or or- 
dinance. Cases in which the accused is entitled to a trial 
by jury shall be so tried, unless the accused in writing, 
waive a jury. It shall have further jurisdiction in all crim- 
inal cases as is now, or may be conferred upon mayor's 
courts, police courts, or other similar courts by the gener- 
al assembly of the State of Ohio, and as an examining court 
to try persons accused of the commission of any felony or 
other crime or misdemeanor under the laws of the State 
of Ohio. 

Section 2. Judge, Qualifications. The judge of the 
municipal court shall be elected by the electors of the city 
in the same manner and at the same time as other elective 
officers. He shall serve for a term of four years, and his 
term of office shall commence on the first Monday of Janu- 
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ary next following his election. He shall be a qualified 
elector of the city, and an attorney and counsellor at law, 
duly admitted and licensed to practice law in the State of 
Ohio. 

The judge of the municipal court shall not be prevent- 
ed or barred by reason of holding such office, from practic- 
ing as an attorney or counsellor at law in any of the courts 
of the state in any and all matters of business not relating 
to or pending in said municipal court. 

Section 3. Salary. The said judge of the municipal 
court shall receive a salary of $600.00 per year, payable 
quarterly out of the city treasury on the order of the aud- 
itor, and he shall not be entitled to receive any other com- 
pensation of any kind whatever excepting such salary. All 
fines prescribed as a penalty for the commission of any of- 
fense, and all costs assessed against any offender, whether 
in said municipal court or in any other court of record to 
which such offender may be bound and in which he is final- 
ly tried, shall be paid into the city treasury to the credit of 
such fund as may be directed by the City Commission. 

Section 4. Filling of Vacancy. In case of death, res- 
ignation or removal of the municipal court judge, the City 
Commission is hereby authorized to fill such vacancy for 
the unexpired term, unless there shall be a regular municip- 
al election during such unexpired term, then he shall be 
appointed until his successor may be elected and qualified, 
and if such an election shall occur during such unexpired 
term his successor shall be elected at said regular municip- 
al election for the unexpired term. 

Section 5. Clerk of Court. The City Commission 
may designate the clerk of such commission or any other 
person to act as clerk of the municipal court, who shall keep 
the records thereof; be authorized to issue warrants for 
the arrest of any offender upon affidavit filed pursuant to 
law; and be authorized to receive bonds in the absence of 
the municipal court judge, for the release of any offender, 
and shall be authorized to administer oaths to all witnesses 
called in said court and perform such other duties in ref- 
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erence to said court as the judge thereof, or the City Com- 
xnission may designate. He shall receive such salary for 
acting as such clerk as the City Commission may by ordin- 
ance determine. 

Section 6. Sessions of Said Court Such municipal 
court shall hold daily sessions for the trial of any offenders, 
at such time as the said judge may designate. In the tem- 
porary absence or any case of sickness or disability of said 
judge to act, the City Commission is hereby authorized to 
appoint an acting judge who shall receive such proportion 
of said judge's salary as the number of days he may act 
bears in proportion to the whole salary of said judge, and 
the same shall be deducted from the compensation of said 
judge of the municipal court. 

Section 7. Other Officers of Municipal Court. The 
chief of police, by virtue of his office, shall be the executive 
officer of such municipal court, or said chief of police may 
designate any police officer of the city to act as such. He 
shall by himself or police officer serve all summons, sub- 
poenas and other processes issued out of said court, and 
for such service the chief of police shall receive no addi- 
tional compensation other than the amount of salary fixed 
by the city commission as the annual compensation of such 
police chief or such police officer. All costs collected or 
assessed against any offender, whether collected in said 
municipal court or any other court of record, shall be 
promptly paid into the city treasury to the credit of such 
fund as the City Commission may determine. 

ARTICLE VI. 

Section 1. Civil Service Commission. Within ten 
days after the election and qualification of the City Com- 
mission, it shall appoint three electors, who shall constitute 
the civil service commission, one for two years, one for 
four years and one for six years, who shall serve until their 
successors are appointed and have qualified. Any vacancy 
in the civil service commission shall be filled by the Citj^ 
Commission for the unexpired term. The City Commis- 
sion may at any time remove any of said civil service com- 
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mission for misconduct, neglect of duty, or malfeasance in 
office, first having given said commissioner an opportunity 
of being publicly heard in person or by counsel in his own 
defense. 

Section 2. Poivers and Duties. The civil service 
commission shall serve without compensation, and its dut- 
ies shall be to enforce the provisions of the civil service law 
with respect to all offices and places of emplojmient in the 
city. It shall make such rules for the proper performance 
of its duties as it shall find necessary and expedient, and as 
are not inconsistent with the civil service law. 

ARTICLE VII. 

Saving Clause. 

Section 1. Existing Officers Retained. All officers, 
boards or commissions and all, employees of the city are 
liereby continued in office at the discretion of the City Com- 
mission until the City Commission shall have organized the 
city in such departments as it may deem proper, and by 
resolution or ordinance shall have created the office or em- 
ployment of such persons who shall have charge of such 
departments. Such officers of the city to continue in office 
at the same salary as such officers now receive, which shall 
continue until their successors are appointed as above stat- 
ed and have qualified as required by the ordinance or reso- 
lution creating such office. 

ARTICLE VIII. 

Safety and Sanitary Departments. 

Section 1. Police, Tire and Sanitary Dept. All mem- 
bers of the police, fire and sanitary departments shall be 
appointed as required by the civil service acts of the State 
of Ohio, and no officer or employee in such departments 
shall be discharged from such office or employment except 
as provided by such act, or for misfeasance or nonfeasance 
in office, or for inefficiency in the discharge of his duties, 
or failure to observe the laws of the State of Ohio, the or- 
dinances and resolutions of the City Commission, or the 
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^viles prescribed for the government of any department of 
the city. 

Section 2. Appointments. In appointing any officer 
or employee of the city nothing shall be taken into consid- 
eration except the ability and qualifications of such per- 
son to discharge the duties of such office or place of em- 
ployment. 

ARTICLE IX. 

Election and Time of Taking Effect. 

Section 1. Time of Election of Officers. The first city 
commission and the judge of the municipal court shall be 
elected at the regular municipal election to be held in the 
month of November, 1913. 

This charter shall take effect from and after its adop- 
tion by the electors of the City of Middletown. 

ARTICLE X. 

Initiative, Referendum and Recall. 

Section 1. Initiative. Any ordinance may be submit- 
ted to the City Commission by a petition signed by not less 
than 20% of the voters who voted at the last preceding 
general municipal election. Such petition shall have at- 
tached thereto a verified statement of the person or persons 
who secured the signatures that the signatures thereto are 
f^enuine, and to the best of his knowledge and belief the 
persons signing the same voted at the last general muni- 
cipal election. Such petition shall contain the residence of 
each elector signing the same, by street, number and ward. 

The form, sufficiency and legality of such petition shall 
be determined by the clerk of the commission. 

Section 2. Petition Therefor. The petition present- 
ing the proposed ordinance shall contain a statement in not 
more than 200 words, giving the petitioners' reasons why 
such ordinance should be adopted, and if such petition shall 
contain a request that such ordinance be submitted to a 
vote of the people, the commission shall either : 
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(a) Pass such ordinance without alteration w^ithin 
thirty (30) days after the sufficiency of the petition has 
been determined and certified to the clerk by the election 
authorities, or, 

(b) Within thirty days after such certification -call a 
special election, unless a general or regular primary elec- 
tion shall be held within six months thereafter, and at such 
special, primary or general election such proposed ordin- 
ance shall be submitted without alteration to a. vote of the 
electors of the city. 

« 

The ballot used when voting upon any such ordinance 
shall contain a printed statement of the nature of the or- 
dinance, and the two propositions in the order here set 
forth : 

"For the Ordinance" 
"Against the Ordinance" 

and shall be printed as provided in the general election 
laws. Immediately to the left of each of the propositions 
shall be placed a square in which the elector by making a 
cross ("X") mark may vote for or against the adoption of 
the ordinance. If a majority of the qualified electors vot- 
ing on the proposed ordinance shall vote in favor thereof, 
it shall thereupon become a valid and binding ordinance of 
the city. Any number of proposed ordinances may be vot- 
ed upon at the same election in accordance with the pro- 
visions of this section, but there shall not be more than one 
special election for such purpose in any period of one year. 

Section 3. Referendum. No ordinance passed by the 
City Commission, unless it be an emergency measure, as 
hereinbefore declared in this charter, shall take effect un- 
til 30 days after its passage. If, at any time, during said 
30 days, a petition, signed by electors equal in number to 
at least. 10% of the number of registered voters of the city, 
requesting the repeal of the ordinance and its submission 
to a referendum, be presented to the commission, such or- 
dinance shall thereupon be suspended from going into oper- 
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ation, and it shall be the duty of the city commission to re- 
consider such ordinance. If upon reconsideration such or- 
dinance is not repealed, the said commission shall, after 
the sufficiency of the petition has been certified to the clerk 
of the commission, submit the ordinance to a vote of the 
electors of the city at a regular, or special election which 
may be called for that purpose at the discretion of the city 
commission. Such ordinance, upon the filing of such pe- 
tition, shall not go into effect until after such election, and 
if approved by a majority of the electors voting thereon, 
such ordinance shall go into effect immediately after elec- 
tion, and if not approved the said ordinance shall be null 
and void. 

Section 4. At any election in which any proposition 
is referred to the electors by referendum, as herein provid- 
ed, the ballots shall contain the same words as herein pro- 
vided for elections by initiative. 

Section 5. Ordinance Adopted on Vote Not to be Re- 
pealed Except by Vote. Any ordinance proposed by peti- 
tion as required hereunder and adopted by a vote of the 
electors shall not be repealed or amended except by sub- 
mission to the electors in the manner hereinbefore stated 
for submission of ordinances to the electors. 

Section 6. Proposed Ordinance to be Approved as to 
Form. Before any ordinance proposed under this article 
shall be submitted to the City Commission it shall first be 
approved as to its form by the city attorney, whose duty 
it shall be to put such proposed ordinance in proper legal 
language, and to render such other service to persons de- 
siring to propose such ordinance, as shall be necessary to 
make the same proper for consideration by the city com- 
mission and the people. 

Section 7. Recall. Any elective officer of this city 
may be removed from officeTBy'the qualified electors of the 
city. The procedure for such removal shall be as follows : 

(1) A petition signed by persons who voted at the 
last regular municipal election equal in number to at least 
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20% of the total ballots cast at the last preceding general 
election, demanding the election of a successor to the per- 
son sought to be removed, shall be filed with the deputy 
state supervisor of elections, which petition shall contain a 
general statement in not more than 200 words, of the 
grounds upon which the removal is sought. The form, suf- 
ficiency, and regularity of such petition shall be determined 
by the election authorities. 

(2) If the petition shall be sufficient, and the person 
or persons whose removal is sought shall not resign within 
10 days after the sufficiency of the petition has been deter- 
mined, the City Commission or the clerk thereof shall 
thereupon order and fix a date for the holding of an elec- 
tion to determine the question of his or their removal and 
for the election of a successor to each officer named in said 
petition ; which election shall be held not less than 30 days 
nor more than 50 days from the finding of the sufficiency 
of the petition, unless a regular primary or general elec- 
tion shall be held within the city within 90 days from the 
date of the finding of the sufficiency of the petition. In 
such case such question shall be submitted at such general 
primary or regular election. 

• The election authorities shall cause publication of not- 
ices, and all arrangements to be made for holding such 
elections, and the same shall be conducted and the result 
thereof returned and declared in all respects as are the re- 
sults of a general municipal election. 

(3) The nomination of candidates to succeed each 
officer sought to be removed shall be made without the in- 
tervention of a primary election by filing with the election 
authorities at least 20 days prior to the date of such elec- 
tion, a petition proposing a person for each office, signed by 
ten per cent ( 10 % ) of the total ballots cast at the last gen- 
eral municipal election. 

(4) The ballots at such recall election shall conform 
to the following requirements; with respect to each person 
whose removal is sought the question shall be submitted: 
"Shall (name of person) be removed from the office of 
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(name of office) by recall?" Immediately following each 
such question there shall be printed on the ballots, the two 
propositions in the order set forth : 

"For the recall of (name of person)." 
"Against the recall of (name of person)." 

Immediately to the left of the proposition shall be 
placed a square in which the electors, by making a cross 
(X) mark may vote for either of such propositions. Under 
each of said questions shall be placed the names of the 
candidates to fill the vacancy. The name of the officer 
whose removal is sought shall not appear on the ballot as a 
candidate to succeed himself. 

(5) In any such election if a majority of the votes 
cast on the question of removal are affirmative, the person 
whose removal is sought shall thereupon be deemed removed 
from office upon the announcement of the official canvass of 
that election, and the candidate receiving the plurality of 
the votes cast for candidates for that office shall be declar- 
ed elected. The successor of any person so removed shall 
hold office during the unexpired term of his predecessor. 
The question of the removal of any officer shall not be sub- 
mitted to the electors until he shall have served for at 
least six months of the term during which he is sought to 
be removed. The method of removal herein provided is in 
addition. to any other methods to remove an officer as is 
now provided by law. 

If at any such recall election the incumbent whose re- 
moval is sought is not recalled, he shall be repaid from the 
city treasury his actual and legitimate expense for such 
sum shall not exceed 50% of the sum which he is by law 
permitted to expend as a candidate in regular municipal 
elections. 

Section 8. Any person removed from office by any 
recall election shall not be appointed or employed by the 
city in any department of the city for a period of at least 
two years from and after the date of such removal. 
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Section 9. Right to Statement by Officers. Each of- 
ficer whose recall is sought by petition as above set forth 
shall have the right to present his statement in not more 
than 200 words, defending his position at such election, 
and such statement shall be mailed by the clerk of the com- 
mission to each registered voter of the city at least 15 days 
prior to such election. 

ARTICLE XII. 

Bonds — Sinking Fund. 

Section 1. The City Commission shall exercise all 
the powers and perform all the duties heretofore granted 
to Sinking Fund Commissioners under the laws of Ohio. 

Section 2. The City may issue bonds from time to 
time for such purposes as are now or may hereafter be 
authorized by the General Assembly of the State of Ohio. 
Such bonds shall be authenticated by the signature of the 
President of the City Commission and attested by the Aud- 
itor with the seal of the corporation thereon and they shall 
bear such rate of interest as may be authorized by law and 
shall be advertised and sold as is now or may hereafter be 
required by the Statutes of Ohio. 

Section 3. The total indebtedness of the City for any 
bonds issued or to be hereafter issued, shall never exceed 
4% of the total value of all property within the City of 
Middletown, as listed and assessed for taxation, not includ- 
ing bonds issued in anticipation of the collection of assess- 
ments, specially assessed, against abutting property for the 
improvement of any street, alley or public highway. 

Section 4. The City Commission shall receive from 
the Sinking Fund Commission all moneys or other prop- 
erty belonging to the City and in the hands of the Sinking 
Fund Trustees or any other person or authority holding 
the same for such purposes ; and the said City Commission 
shall establish a Sinking Fund for the purpose of paying 
accruing interest and bonds of the City as they severally 
become due ; and all moneys placed in the Sinking Fund, 
either by taxation or otherwise, shall never be used for 
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any other purpose than the payment of the interest and the 
principal of the bonds of the City of Middletown. 

Section 5. The said City Commission may issue bonds 
for any of the purposes authorized by law, not exceeding 
in the aggregate in any one year, three-tenths of one per 
cent of the total value of all property in the City of Mid- 
dletown as listed and assessed for taxation, without sub- 
mitting the same to a vote of the electors, unless an issue 
of bonds may be necessary for the preservation of the Pub- 
lic Health or Public Property caused by an emergency. 

Section 6. The said City Commission may issue bonds 
in a greater sum than provided in Section 5 by submitting 
the question of the issue of such bonds, in the manner now 
provided by law, to the electors of the City, at a regular 
or special election called for that purpose, and if a majority 
of those voting upon such question, vote in the affirmative 
thereof, then the City Commission may issue bonds greater 
in amount than the aggregate herein provided for in any 
one year; provided, however, that the total aggregate of 
bonds issued and authorized shall not exceed the limitation 
hereinbefore provided.

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INCORPORATION AND ANNEXATIONS. 

AN ACT. 

To incorporate the town of Middletown, and an act 
to amend the above entitled act. 

Section 1. BE IT ENACTED by the General Assem- 
bly of the State of Ohio : 

That the corporate limits of the Town of Middletown, 
in the County of Butler, shall be so extended as to include 
the territory comprised within the following boundaries to- 
wit : So as to be bounded on the north by section number 
twenty-nine, in township two, range four, between the 
Miami rivers, commencing on the bank of the Great Miami 
river, where section twenty-eight and twenty-nine corners ; 
thence east to the road leading from Middletown to Day- 
ton at the head of Main street; thence along said road to 
Miami canal ; thence along the western bank of said canal 
to a point opposite to Second street in Iglehart's addition; 
thence bounded by Iglehart's addition north and east, and 
on the south by the half section line of section twenty- 
eight to Main street ; thence parallel with the town plat of 
the Town of Middletown to the Great Miami river; thence 
along the meanders of said river to the place of beginning. 

Section 2. That all the lots hereinafter laid off as 
additions to the plat of the said Town of Middletown and 
included within the limits prescribed by the first section of 
this act, shall be considered as being within said corpora- 
tion. 

Section 3. That the Mayor and Members of the town 
council of the Town of Middletown, shall be entitled to re- 
ceive fifty cents each, for each and every meeting of said 
town council, for the transaction of business of a public 
nature, and connected with their official duties which sum 
shall be paid out of the funds belonging to said Town of 
Middletown, in the same manner as prescribed for in case 
of other appropriations. 
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An Ordinance to annex certain continguous territory, 
therein described, to the municipal corporation of Middle- 
town. 

Section 1. BE IT ORDAINED by the council of the 
incorporated village of Middletown, Ohio : 

That the said above easterly mentioned territories 
which are described and contained within the following 
limits to-wit : Commencing at the point on the Great Mi- 
ami river where the present south corporation line of said 
village strikes said river; thence southwardly with the me- 
anderings of the said Great Miami river to the southwest 
corner of fractional section No. 34 and 28 to a point where 
said section line of section No. 38 crosses the present div- 
iding line running north and south between the land of 
Daniel C. Doty and lands of H. D. Doty; thence north on 
said dividing line running to the northeast corner of said 
lands of Daniel C. Doty; thence east with the east line of 
section No. 28 to the present corporation line ; thence west 
with the meanders of the present corporation line to the 
place of beginning. 

Also territory contained within the following limits, 
to-wit: Commencing on the east line of section No. 28 at 
the southwest corner of a lot 7 and 20-100 acres of land 
owned by Daniel Snyder, in section No. 22 ; thence east to 
the turnpike road leading from Middletown to Blue Ball; 
thence northwesterly along said turnpike road to the pres- 
ent corporation line; thence west and south with the cor- 
poration line to the place of beginning. 

Also the territory contained within the following lim- 
its, to-wit: Commencing at the northeast corner of sec- 
tion No. 28 ; thence north on the east line of section No. 29 
to the north bank of the Middletown hydraulic race; 
thence southwardly alon^ the north bank of said hydraulic 
race to a point forty rods north of the north section line 
of section No. 28, thence west parallel with said north sec- 
tion line of section No. 28 to the Great Miami river ; thence 
southeastwardly down with the meanders of said Great 
Miami to the present corporation line and to the place of 
beginning. 
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Be and the same are hereby annexed and included in 
and constitute a part of the municipal corporation of the 
incorporated village of Middletown, Butler County, Ohio, 
and the inhabitants residing therein shall have and enjoy 
all the rights and privileges of the inhabitants residing 
within the original limits of the corporation of the said in- 
corporated village of Middletown. 

This ordinance to take effect and be in force from and 
after its publication. (Feb. 16. 1871.) 



An Ordinance to authorize the annexation of certain 
territory in Lemon Township to the City of Middletown. 

Section 1. BE IT ORDAINED by the Council of ths 
City of Middletown : That as the inhabitants of such City 
generally desire to enlarge the corporate limits of said City, 
by the annexation of the following contiguous territory, 
viz: Commencing at a point on the section line dividing 
sections twenty-three and twenty-nine where the present 
established corporation line intersects the north side of the 
Miami and Erie canal; running thence north eastwardly 
along the north side of said canal to the southwest corner 
of lands deeded by A. S. WRENN et al., to R. R. REYN- 
OLDS ; thence eastwardly with the north side of said Rey- 
nold's lands thirteen hundred feet to the center of Middle- 
town and Germantown turnpike ; thence southwardly in 
the center of said pike to a point twelve feet south of the 
face of the south abutment of the bridge crossing the canal 
aforesaid; thence south 44 minutes east, twenty-five hun- 
dred and fifty-three (2,553) feet through the lands of Colin 
Gardner and to the southwest corner of said Gardner's 
lands ; thence northwest 86 degrees 47 minutes west, forty- 
four hundred and three-tenth (4,400.3) feet to the north- 
west corner of lands of Phebe Wicoff ; thence south 2 de- 
grees 13 minutes west, ten hundred and seventy and seven- 
tenths (1,070.7) feet to the north side of lands owned by 
J. R. Shaffor; thence south 86 degrees 39 minutes east, 
along north line of said J. R. Shaffor's lands, fifteen hun- 
dred and twenty-one and five-tenths (1,521.5) feet; thence

An Ordinance establishing a Fire Zone in the City of 
Middletown, Ohio. 

BE IT ORDAINED by the Council of the City of 
Middletown, State of Ohio, as follows : 

Section 1. The following provisions shall constitute 
and be Jcnown as the Fire Zone and provides for all matters 
concerning, effecting or relating to the construction, equip- 
ment, alteration or repair of buildings or structures erected 
or to be erected within certain boundaries as provided for 
in section 2 of this ordinance.

Section 2. Fire vone Boundaries. The fire zone for 
the City of Middletown, Ohio, is bounded on the west by 
the Great Miami River, on the north by West and East 
Second Street east to Clinton, thence following Clinton 
Street south to East Fourth Street, and following East 
Fourth Street to Main Street and West Fourth Street to 
the Great Miami River, also including all lots facing or 
abuting on East Third Street from Clinton Street to the 
Big Four Railroad tracks.

An Ordinance to appoint overseers of bridges — 
duties and compensation to be paid.

That a suitable person shall be appointed by the City 
Council at its first regular meeting in May, annually, for 
the term .of one year (unless sooner discharged) overseer 
for each turn or swing bridge crossing the Miami and Erie 
canal, within the corporate limits of the City where re- 
quired by law. 

One overseer of bridges or bridge watch- 
man shall be stationed at the swing bridge crossing the 
canal at Second street in the city, and also one overseer of 
bridges shall be stationed at the swing bridge crossing: the 
canal at Third street in the city.

The overseers of bridges are required to 
keep the bridges clean and free from rubbish and filth, and 
shall promptly report to the city commissioner all repairing 
which may be required, and shall carefully and properly 
open and close the bridge under his care and control to allow 
canal boats navigating said canal to pass the same, and 
each overseer of bridges shall protect the same and shaU 
prevent fast driving over the same by any or all persons 
except the teams of firemen going to a fire, and shall keep 
the bridges free from obstructions caused by stopping of 
teams or persons loitering upon the same. Each overseer 
of bridges is required to make complaint before the Mayor 
of the city, against any person who may be found violating 
this ordinance or other ordinances of the city, passed for 
the protection of bridges. Such overseers shall be on duty 
from six and half A. M. to eight P. M. each and every day. 
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Section 4. The compensation and salary of the over- comx>en8ation. 
seers of bridges shall be seven dollars per week, payable to 
him at each regular meeting of the City Council. 

Section 5. Each overseer of bridges appointed under Bond. 
this ordinance shall be required to become qualified by 
taking an oath or affirmation to honesty and faithfully 
discharge the duties of bridge overseer, within ten days 
after his appointment, and shall also enter into a bond in 
the sum of two hundred dollars, payable to the State of 
Ohio, with good security to be aproved by the Coii*ici\ 
which bond shall be recorded by the clerk of the city.

An Ordinance to authorize the Middletown Gas, 
^ight and Coke Company to lay pipes for the conveyance 
tf gas through the streets. 

Section 1. BE IT ORDAINED by the Council of the 
ncorporated Village of Middletown, Butler County, Ohio : 

That the Middletown Gas, Light & Coke Company be 
md they are hereby authorized to use the streets, lanes, 
lUeys and public grounds of said village for the purpose of 
aying down pipes for the conveyance of gas in and through

Section 2. That all injuries done to the streets, al- 
eys, sidewalks or other public or private property of said 
tillage or to any private property of any citizen or other 
person or persons by said company, by excavation or other- 
ivise, shall be repaired by said company, with due diligence, 
ind the same shall be left and kept in as good condition as 
oefore said injury was done. 

Section 3. That for and during the period of ten 
jrears from and after the passage of this ordinance, the 
price of which the said Incorporated Village of Middletown 
shall require the Middletown Gas, Light & Coke Company 
to furnish the said Village of Middletown, for the purpose 
of lighting the streets, public buildings, public offices, and 
to other consumers in said village, either public or private 
shall not exceed four dollars per thousand cubic feet for gas 
actually consumed. Provided nothing in this ordinance 
shall be so construed as to prevent the council of said vil- 
lage from contracting with said Middletown Gas, Light & 
Coke Company to light any street, lane, alley, market space, 
public landing or common or part thereof, to be lighted as 
aforesaid, during the year 1872 and each and every suc- 
ceeding year thereafter, during said term of ten years, at 
a specified price per post and burner; provided that the 
cost shaD not exceed the price hereinbefore fixed.

interfere with other wires, poles, public travel and private 
property. 

Section 2. This ordinance shall take effect and be in 
force on and after its passage and publication according to 
law.

To grant the right-of-way to the Middletown Gas Com- 
pany to lay down in North Broad Street and in sewer on 
Second Street an iron water pipe. 

Section 1. BE IT ORDAINED by the Council of the 
City of Middletown : 

That a right is hereby given and granted to the Middle- 
town Gas Co. to make and excavate a trench or ditch from 
its works on North Broad Street, southwardly to Second 
Street, and to connect and enter into the inside of said 
sewer, westwardly to the river, for the purpose of laying 
down in said trench an iron pipe, one and one-fourth inches 
in diameter; and to attach on the inside of said sewer an 
iron pipe of the said size of one and one-fourth inches to 
be securely fastened by good, strong iron staples, to the 
side wall of the sewer, about five feet above the bottom 
line of the sewer. The said iron piping to be used by the 
Middletown Gas Company to pass through such pipe the 
wash-water from its works and shall not be used for any 
other purpose or use. 
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Section 2. That the Middletown Gas Company shall 
dig and excavate the ditch to be used by it for the purpose 
aforesaid in such a manner as not to interfere with the 
use of the street for travel. And said Gas Company shall 
fill the ditch or trench with the earth taken therefrom, 
and shall put the street in good order and repair and shall 
leave the street level and smooth, to the satisfaction of the 
street commissioner. And said Gas Company shall pass 
the pipe through the stone wall of the sewer in a careful 
manner and in no wise injure or damage the wall, and 
shall put the wall of the sewer in good order and repair to 
the satisfaction of the city commissioner. And attach the 
iron piping to the inside wall of the sewer according to 
this resolution, and under the direction of the commis- 
sioner. 

Section 3. The cost of this resolution and all other 
expense shall be paid by the Middletown Gas Company, 
and the City of Middletown reserves all rights and powers 
over the street herein named and the sewer also herein 
named, except the right and privilege hereby granted to 
the said Gas Company. 

Section 4. This resolution shall be in full force and 
effect after its passage and publication.

An Ordinance to grant permission to the Middletown 
Electric Light and Power Company to erect poles and string 
wires thereon, for the purpose of conveying electricity in 
and through the streets of Middletown for light, heat and 
power purposes. 

Whereas, the Middletown Electric Light and Power 
Company, a corporation duly organized under the laws of 
the State of Ohio, and having its principal place or busi- 
ness at Middletown, Ohio, did on the fourteenth day of 
Sept., 1894, apply to the Council of the City of Middletown, 
Ohio, for permission to erect poles and string wires thereon 
for the purpose of conveying electricity in and through 
the streets, alleys and public places for light, heat and 
power purposes, and 
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Whereas, such steps were taken by the said Council 
of the City of Middletown that by resolution duly passed 
by the Council of the said City of Middletown on the 12th 
day of Oct., 1^94, it was ordered by said Council that the 
question of authorizing the said The Middletown Electric 
Light and Power Company to go into operation be sub- 
mitted to the qualified electors of the said City of Middle- 
town on the sixth day of Nov., 1894, the said day being a 
regular election day occurring in said city, and further 
calling upon the Mayor to issue his proclamation for said 
election, and 

Whereas, the said question of authorizing said elec- 
tion was duly submitted to the said qualified electors of 
the said City of Middletown on the said sixth day of Nov., 
1894, and 

Whereas, there was cast at said election (2,301) 
twrenty-three hundred and one votes, being a whole number 
of votes cast at said election, and at said time there was 
cast the number of twelve hundred and seventy-six (1276) 
votes in favor of said proposition, to- wit : To authorize the 
Middletown Electric Light and Power Company to go into 
operation in said city, and 

Whereas, the said number of votes so cast in favor of 
said proposition being a majority of all the votes cast at 
said election, and that thereby the qualified electors of 
said city did authorize the said The Middletown Electric 
Light and Power Company to go into operation in said 
city. Now, therefore, 

BE IT ORDAINED by the Council of the City of 
Middletown, as follows : 

Section 1. That permission be and the same is here- 
by granted to the Middletown Electric Light and Power 
Company, a corporation duly organized under the laws of 
the State of Ohio, to construct lines for conducting elec- 
tricity for light and power purposes through the streets, 
lanes, alleys, squares and public places of the City of Mid- 
dletown, Ohio, by the erection of the necessary fixtures. 
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including posts, piers and abutments necessary for the 
wires. 

Section 2. That all wires erected and operated under 
the provisions of this ordinance shall be covered by a wa- 
ter-proof insulation, and said poles, piers, abutments and 
wires shall be so located and arranged as not to interfere 
with the successful operation of existing telegraph and 
telephone wires, and with the usual and ordinary travel 
in and along any of the streets, lanes, alleys or public 
places. 

Section 3. That all poles to be erected persuant to 
this ordinance shall be of cedar and not less than thirty 
feet in length before setting and shall be smoothly dressed 
and painted, and the same shall be placed at a proper 
depth in the ground and as near the curb line as practica- 
ble unless otherwise directed by the City Council. 

Section 4. The Council may from time to time regu- 
late the price that said The Middletown Electric Light and 
Power Company may charge for the electric light to be 
furnished by said company to the citizens of said City of 
Middletown, and said company shall in no event charge 
more for electricity so furnished to said citizens than the 
price so fixed by the City Council and City Council may 
regulate and fix the price which said company may charge 
for rent of its meters, provided, however, that when the 
City Council does so fix the highest price which said com- 
pany may charge for electric light for any term not ex- 
ceeding ten years and the said company assents thereto 
by written acceptance filed in the office of the City Clerk 
said Council shall not require said company to furnish 
electric light for any lower price during the time agreed 
on, not exceeding ten years as aforesaid. 

Section 5. The said The Middletown Electric Light 
and Power Company shall furnish first-class efficient 
service and meet the wants of the City of Middletown and 
of the citizens thereof for all electric light and electric 
power purposes for either public or private use, and shaD 
have sufficient capacity to supply the wants of the city 
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and of its inhabitants, and for which there shall be a prof- 
itable demand. 

Section 6. This ordinance shall take effect and be 
in force from and after its passage and publication ac- 
cording to law.

Granting to The Ohio Fuel Supply Company, its suc- 
cessors and assigns the right to lay and maintain in and 
through the public streets, alleys and public ways of the 
City of Middletown, a system of pipes with the necessary 
appliances and appurtenances, for the purpose of conveying 
to and supplying natural gas for fuel, lighting and other 
purposes to the City of Middletown and its inhabitants. 

BE IT ORDAINED by the Council of the City of 
Middletown, State of Ohio:

Section 1. That the right, privilege and franchise 
be and the same is hereby granted to the Ohio Fuel Supply 
Company, a corporation duly organized under the laws of 
the State of Ohio, its successors and assigns, for a period 
of twenty-five years from and after the date of the pas- 
sage of this ordinance, to enter upon and lay in and 
through the public streets, alleys and public ways of the 
City of Middletown, excepting lower Main Street from 
First Street to Fifth Street, a system of pipes and all the 
necessary appurtenances and appliances, to be used for the 
transportation of natural gas for sale to and use by the 
City of Middletown and its inhabitants for heating, light- 
ing and other purposes, under the conditions and limita- 
tions herein contained. 

Section 2. All excavations in any street, alley or 
public way made by the said The Ohio Fuel Supply Com- 
pany, its successors and assigns, for the purpose of laying 
said system of pipes and the necessary appurtenances or 
appliances or altering or repairing the same after the 
same have been erected, or for the purpose of connecting 
said system with the houses, mills and factories of its con- 
sumers shall be made in such a manner as not to unneces- 
sarily interfere with the ordinary traffic or travel 
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in and along the public streets, alleys and ways, and not 
to injure or destroy the water, gas or other pipes, or sew- 
ers or conduits or their connections, erected and being Id 
said street, alley or public way. 

Section 3. All excavations made in any street, alley 
or public way by the said The Ohio Fuel Supply Company, 
its successors or assigns for the purpose of lajdng, removing 
or repairing any of its said pipes with their necessary con- 
nections and appurtenances shall be made in strict accord- 
ance with the ordinances of the City of Middletown now in 
force or hereafter to be adopted relating to making excava 
tions into any street, alley or public way. The street, alley or 
public way opened or disturbed in any manner by said 
company, its successors or assigns shall be restored to as 
good condition as they were in before the same was opened 
up or disturbed by said company, its successors or assigns

Section 4. If any street permanently paved shall be 
opened up for the purposes herein stated, the pavement 
shall be restored by competent mechanics skilled in the 
particular kind of work required, and shall be restored to 
the complete satisfaction of the Board of Public Service 
or its successors, and the said pavement so disturbed or 
opened up shall be kept in good repair to the satisfaction 
of the said board for a period of five years from and after 
the date of such disturbance of such pavement, and all 
restoration of the surface of paved and gravelled streets 
shall be done under the supervision of the said board or 
its duly constituted representative. The said board may 
appoint an inspector to see that the streets are properly 
restored and the said The Ohio Fuel Supply Comjiany or 
its successors shall pay all charges for time employed by 
said inspector for said work. 

In case the said company, its successors 
or assigns shall fail to properly and promptly restore the 
surface of any street, after five days' notice of said board

Before any excavation shall be made in 
any street or public way the said The Ohio Fuel and Sup- 
ply Company or its successors and assigns shall deposit 
the sum of three hundred dollars with the City Treasurer 
as a further security that said company will comply with 
all the provisions of Sections 5 and 6 of this ordinance 
and promptly make all repairs in any street or sidewalk of 
the City of Middletown, and if it shall fail to promptly 
make said repairs as required by this ordinance, the Board 
of Public Service may cause such repairs to be made at the 
costs and expenses of said company, and to draw upon the 
said deposit for the purpose of paying said costs and ex- 
penses, and if any funds are so drawn then said company 
shall pay the amount of such sums so that at all times said 
deposit is kept up to the sum of three hundred dollars.

citizens and private consumers thereof, the following 
prices : 

At the rate of one dollar per thousand cubic feet for 
all consumers of one thousand cubic feet or more per 
month. 

At the rate of $1.50 per thousand cubic feet for all 
consumers of less than one thousand cubic feet per month. 

A discount of ten cents a thousand cubic feet to be 
allowed if bills are paid by the tenth of each month for 
gas consumed during the preceding month. 

A minimum price of twenty-five cents per month will 
be charged to all consumers where monthly bills do not 
amount to twenty-five cents at the current rate, for any 
one month. 

The said The Middletown Gas & Electric Light Com- 
pany, its successors or assigns shall in no event during 
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said term of ten years charge for artificial gas so fur- 
nished more than the prices herein specified. 

Section 2. This ordinance shall take effect and be 
in force from and after its acceptance by said The Middle- 
town Gas & Electric Light Company, and its publication 
as required by law.

NUISANCES— WHAT ARE. 

Whoever erects, continues, uses, or main- 
tains any building, structure, or place for the exercise of 
any trade, employment, or business, or for keeping or feed- 
ing of any animals, which by occasioning noxious exhala- 
tions or noisome, offensive smells becomes injurious to the 
health, comfort or property of individuals or the public, or 
causes or suffers any offal, filth or noisome substance to 
be collected or to remain in any place to the damage or 
prejudice of others or the public; or corrupts or renders 
unwholesome or impure any water-course, stream or water, 
shall be fined not more than five hundred dollars.

slaughter any beeves, calves, sheep, hogs, or other animals Regulations, 
within said city, except the house, yard, pen, or place shall 
have a perfectly water-tight floor, in which there shall be 
no breaking of joints nor openings of any kind for any 
purpose, excepting such as shall have a water-tight tube 
with grating, one-half inch holes, making a direct connec- 
tion with the sewers, and the earth beneath it made suffi- 
ciently solid to prevent its becoming the receptacle of filth 
and offensive matter; also no hog or other animal shall be 
permitted to run or remain under any slaughter-house; 
and, moreover, the whole shall be washed and cleansed at 
the end of every day; and, further, that each slaughter- 
house, or place occupied for killing of animals as aforesaid, 
shall be whitewashed at least once in every month, between 
the first of April and the first of November in each year. 

MARKETS. 

Section 84. No person shall bring into Middletown, 
or sell, or offer for sale, any cattle, sheep, hog or lamb, nor 
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any meat, fish, game, or poultry, that is diseased, unsound 
unwholesome or unfit for human food. 

Section 85. No cattle shall be placed or carried while 
bound or tied by their legs, or bound down by their necks, 
in any vehicle in Middletown, but shall be allowed freely to 
stand in such vehicle when transported and while being 
therein. 

Section 86. No person shall offer or have for sale in 
Middletown, any watered or adulterated milk, or milk from 
cows that for the most part are kept tied up in staDs, or 
that are fed on swill, garbage, or other like substances, or 
any butter or cheese made from any such milk. 

Section 87. No person shall hold, sell, or offer for 
sale, or bring into Middletown, any decayed, or damaged 
vegetables or fruit. 

Section 88. Any person found violating any preced- 
ing section §hall, on conviction thereof before the Mayor, be 
fined in any sum not exceeding twenty-five dollars and costs 
of prosecution. 



Whereas, in the opinion of the Board of Health of the 
City of Middletown, State of Ohio, the rendering of lard 
and tallow and the storing of bones, tallow, hides and other 
materials of like character, any place within the corporate 
limits of the City of Middletown, Ohio, is obnoxious and 
offensive and a public nuisance, and the same is hereby de- 
clared to be a public nuisance. 

Therefore, BE IT RESOLVED : 

Rendering tallow and That all persons rendering tallow and lard, or storing 

bones, tallow, hides and other materials of like character, 
be and the same are ordered and directed to cease the ren- 
dering of tallow and lard and abate such nuisance on or be- 
fore June 15, 1911. 

Any violation of the provisions of this resolution shall 

be punished as provided by law.

Care and constrnc- AH parts of stables, except floors and windows, must 
tion of stable. j^ painted in some light color, or whitewashed at least twice 

a year. Stables must be kept free from dirt ,dust, cobwebs 
and odor. Manure and urine must be removed from stable 
at least twice daily, and if not taken to field daily, must be 
moved at least thirty feet from stable and placed where 
cows cannot get into it. Manure must not be thrown out 
through stable windows. If horses are kept in same stable, 
a tight partition should separate them from cattle. No 
other animals or fowls will be allowed in cow stable. Floors 
must not be laid less than one foot higher than outside sur- 
face level, so that good drainage can be procured. Floors 
must be constructed of asphalt, concrete or brick, with sur- 
face flushed with cement, or of wood, water tight. They 
must be kept in good repair at all times and also construct- 
ed with a gutter not less than twelve (12) inches wide and 
six (6) inches deep; a four (4) foot walk back of cow and 
not less than a twenty (20) inch manger in front. 

The ceiling must be dust tight and kept free from cob- 
>vebs. At least four (4) square feet of unobstructed win- 
dow glass or muslin must be provided per cow and equally 
distributed. At least five hundred (500) cubic feet of air 
space must be kept partially open (unless made of muslin), 
if no other method of ventilation is provided for. 

Stable yard must be well drained and kept clean. 
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COWS. 

Cows must be kept clean ; manure, litter, etc., must not cows to te kept 
be allowed to become caked and dried on them. They must * **"' 
not be allowed to stand in or wade through filth and ma- 
nure.. The bedding must be kept sweet and clean at all 
times and of sufficient quantity to protect the animals from 
lying in filth. 

The udders shall be washed or wiped with a clean damp 
cloth, immediately before milking.

calved within ten (10) days, or from any cow within thirty 
(30) days before the normal time of calving. 

FEED AND WATER. 

CJows must be fed on clean dry feed, neither decayed. Feed and water. 
mouldy, dusty, distillery waste nor starch waste. If malt 
is fed it must not be fed when sour. Pure running spring 
water or ordinary well water, free from contamination, 
pumped in clean tanks, must be provided. 

EMPLOYEES AND UTENSILS.

When entering upon 
their duties connected with the dairy, their hands and outer 
garments must be clean. 

Utensils used for the collection and transportation of ^tensiis to be sterii- 
milk, shall before being used, be thoroughly washed with ^^^ 
hot water and soda or soap, or by some other approved 
means, and then sterilized by steam and boiling water. 

HANDLING THE MILK.

(f ) Containing any dirt, foreign matter or sediment. 

(g) Containing any boracic or salicylic acid, for- 
laldehyde or other foreign chemicals. 

(h) Containing any pathogenic bacteria. 

(i) Containing bacteria of any kind, more than 500,- 
00 per cubic centimeter. 

(j) Drawn from any cow having a communicable dis- 
ase or showing clinical ssonptoms of tuberculosis, or from 
herd which contains any diseased cattle or are afflicted 
/ith or exposed to any communicable disease. 

(k) Drawn from any cow which has been fed on gar- 
age, refuse, swill, moist distillery waste or other improper 
cod. 
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(1) Which has existed or has been kept under condi- 
tions contrary to the provisions of this code. 

(m) No milk shall be kept, sold, offered for sale or 
drawn from* cows suffering with sore and inflamed udders 
and teats, or from cows diseased.

The milk or dairy inspector, the health officer or any ^1,0 may make ex- 
person authorized by the Board of Health, may examine all ^^jj^n?" ""^ *"' 
dairy herds, utensils for handling milk of all dairymen en- 
gaged in selling or shipping for sale, milk or cream to the 
City of Middletown, Ohio. These inspectors shall have the 
power to open any can, vessel or package containing milk 
or cream, whether sealed or otherwise, or whether in tran- 
sit or otherwise, and take samples of the milk or cream for 
testing or analysis; and if, upon inspection, the milk or 
cream is found to be filthy or the cans or other containers 
are in an unclean condition, the said inspector may then ^^fik""^*'''" ^^ 
and there condemn the milk or cream as deemed by him to 
be filthy, and pour the contents of such bottles, vessels or 
packages upon the ground forthwith, and he shall, if done 
in good faith, be held harmless in damages therefore in any 
suit or demand made. 

PENALTY FOR VIOLATION. 

Whoever violates any provisions of these regulations Penalty,

PLUMBING AND SEWERAGE. 

Constnictiony Alteration and Inspection. 

BE IT ORDAINED by the Board of Health of the Cit^ 
c/ Middletown, State of Ohio, that the construction, altera- 
tion and inspection of plumbing and sewerage in or for any 
building in the City of Middletown, shall be installed in ac- 
cordance with the following rules and regulations : 

Section 1. (License to be obtained.) No person or 
persons, firm or corporation, shall in the City of Middle- 
town engage in the business of plumbing until he, it or they 
have obtained a license so to do from the Board of Health 
of the said city. 

Section 2. (Application, Bond.) Applications for 
license shall be made on blank forms prescribed and pro- 
vided by the said Board of Health, and shall be accom- 
panied with a bond, with surety to the approval of saic 
Board in the sum of five hundred dollars ($500.00.) 0)rr 
ditioned that the applicants will save said city harmless 
from all damage that may arise from negligences of such 
applicants, and that they will conform to these rules ani 
regulations, and to such other requirements as said Boari 
may make in relation to plumbing. Licensed sewer tapper^ 
or sewer contractors will not be permitted to make connec- 
tion to plumbing work. Such connections must be made by 
licensed plumber.

Section 5. (When work to begin.) If work is not c^^^^^"^«"*«"* °' 
begun under the approved plans within six months from 
date of approval, such approval shall be deemed to have 
expired by limitation. 

Section 6. (Record to be kept.) The inspector shall ^^^"^^ *° ^ *^*' 
keep a record of all plans and descriptions submitted to him 
hereunder, together with his action thereon, and he shall 
also make a record of the plumbing in each building in the 
City of Middletown. 

Section 7. (Inspection.) The inspector shall be noti- ^'^"p^*^**^"- 
fied by the person doing same when any plumbing work is 
ready for inspection. All parts of every plumbing system 
shall be made perfectly gas tight. All soil, waste and vent 
pipes when placed in position shall be tested by the water 
test in the presence of the inspector. All plumbing systems 
when completed, and before being used, shall be tested by certificate of ap- 
the water test in the presence of the inspector, and if he is ^*'°^**- 
satisfied that the work is done in accordance with the laws 
of the state or the rules and regulations of the Board of 
Health, he shall issue a certificate of approval; but other- 
wise shall disapprove the same, and said plumbing systems 
shall not be put to any use until they have been altered as 
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prescribed by him, and received his approval. All plumbing 
work shall be left uncovered and convenient for inspection, 
until examined and approved by the inspector. 

Section 8. (Permits.) When required, permits will

work and remodeling:, extension, alteration or reconstruc- 
tion. Permits be required for the repairing or replacing of 
any old fixture, faucet or valve by a new one, to be used for 
the same purpose forcing out stoppage, repairing leaks or 
relieving frozen pipes or fittings ; but such repairs or altera- 
tions shall not be construed to include cases where new 
vertical or horizontal lines of soil, waste, vent or interior 
leader or conductor pipes are used or their relative loca- 
tions changed, provided that, in a building condemned by 
the proper authorities because of insanitary conditions of 
the house drainage or plumbing, no such drainage or 
plumbing shall be considered as coming under the head of 
repairs ; but all such house drainage or plumbing shall be 
done as in the case of new buildings, and will require a 
permit.

inspector of plumbing. Said inspector of plumbing shall 
be a practical plumber with at least seven (7) years' ex- 
perience, selected from those persons who are well informed 
as to practical plumbing, skilled and well trained in mat- 
ters pertaining to the sanitary regulations concerning 
plumbing work. The inspector so appointed shall not, dur- 
mg his term of office, be engaged or interested in the plumb- 
ing business, or the sale of any plumbing supplies, nor shall 
he act as agent, directly or indirectly, for any person or 
persons so engaged. The salary of the inspector shall be

It is hereby made unlawful for any person 
under sixteen years of age to be or remain in or upon any 
of the streets, alleys or public places in the City of Middle- 
town, Ohio, at night after the hour of nine o'clock p. M, 
from April 1st to Oct. 31st, inclusive, of each year, and 
from Nov. 1st to the last day of March, inclusive, of each 
year after the hour of eight o'clock p. M., unless such person 
is accompanied by a parent, guardian or other person hav- 
ing the custody of such minor person, or is in the perform- 
ance of an errand of duty directed by such parent, guardian 
or other person having the care and custody of such minor 
person, or whose employment makes it necessary to be upon 
said streets, alleys or public places during the night time 
after said specified hours.

An agreement between the Middletown Hydraulic 
Company and Incorporated Village of Middletown : 

This Indenture, made this twenty-fifth day of April, in 
he year of our Lord one thousand eight hundred and fifty- 
hree, between the Mayor and the Trustees of the lAcorpor- 
ited Village of Middletown, Butler County, Ohio, of the one 
>art, and John W. Erwin and R. H. Hendrickson, of the 
bounty and State aforesaid, and Joseph Cooper, of the 
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County of Hamilton and State of Ohio, of the other part, 
witnessth : 

That the said Mayor and Trustees do hereby grant 
unto the said John W. Erwin, R. H. Hendrickson and Joseph 
Cooper, or the Hydraulic Company, the free and uninter- 
rupted use of all that part of Water Street between the 
south line of Third Street and the south line of Fifth street, 
tor the conveyance and passage of water in the Middletown 
Hydraulic; provided, they (Erwin, Hendrickson and Coop- 
er) will first obtain the consent thereto of all the citizens 
owning lots adjoining to said streets. Provided, always, 
that they will leave eighteen feet in the clear on the east 
side of said street, to be used as a street or avenue. Pro- 
vided, always, that they will leave eighteen feet in the clear 
on the east side of said street, to be used as a street or 
avenue. Provided, also, that they will leave the east bank 
of said hydraulic so as to prevent the earth from caving in, 
and always to leave eighteen feet in the clear for the pas- 
sage to and fro of persons, vehicles, etc. The Mayor and 
Trustees abandoning the entire street between the pro- 
posed limits as previously stated, to the use of said Erwin, 
Hendrickson and Cooper, or the Hydraulic Company, except 
eighteen feet in question; provided, also that the western 
boundary of the frame house belonging to Doty's heirs, on 
the corner of Third and Water Streets, be regarded as being 
the eastern line of said Water Street. Provided, also, that 
the said Erwin, Hendrickson and Cooper, or the Hydraulic 
Company, will erect and keep in repair a substantial bridge 
at the crossing of Fourth Street, not less than fifteen feet 
wide and a like substantial bridge at the crossing of Fifth 
Street, not less than twenty-five feet wide; provided, also, 
that they will erect on the east bank of said hydraulic a 
permanent railing, not less than four feet high ; said railing 
to be erected as soon as the stone wall or paving is com- 
pleted, and provided, also, that they will complete said wall 
previous to letting water into said hydraulic. 

It is understood expressly by both parties that the said 
John Erwin, R. H. Hendrickson, Joseph Cooper, or the Hy- 
draulic Company, are to hold the Mayor and Trustees and 
their successors in office, on behalf of said Incorporated Vil- 
lage of Middletown, Butler County, Ohio, indemnified 
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against all claims for damages on the part of citizens which

INTOXICATING LIQUOR. 

An Ordinance to regulate places where intoxicating 
liquors are sold. 

BE IT ORDAINED by the Council of the City of 
Middletown, State of Ohio : 

Section 1. That the sale of intoxicating liquors, 
whether distilled, malt or vinous, on the first day of the 
week, commonly called Sunday, except by a regular drug- 
gist on the written prescription of a regular practicing 
physician for medical purposes only, is hereby declared to 
be unlawful. 

Section 2. That all places except a regular drug store, 
where such intoxicating liquor is sold or exposed for sale 
on other days, shall on the first day of the week, commonly 
called Sunday, be closed.

PAWN BROKERS. 

To regulate pawn brokers and to fix the amount of 
license of the same.

That no person shall carry on or conduct the business 
or calling of pawn broker, or of loaning money on personal 
property in the City of Middletown, without having ob- 
tained from the Mayor of the city a license so to do .

The said railroad company shall pay all 
lamages of whatever kind to any property by the erection 
f a railroad across or along any of the streets mentioned 
lerein, and shall save the city harmless from any claim or 
laims for damages that may be due to the operation of a 
ailroad across or along any of the streets mentioned in 
his ordinance. 
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Section 7. The city reserves the right to lay or con- 
struct sewers under the tracks of the said company when-

If said railroad company shall fail or neg- 
lect to perform any of the stipulations and agreements of 
this ordinance by said railroad company to be performed as 
compensation for the right granted herein, then this ordi- 
nance shall be repealed and said company shall not use the 
streets mentioned herein for railroad purposes.

Section 2. The fill to be made by said railroad com-

Section 3. The said railroad company shall grade all 
treets crossed by it with its said tracks, with gravel in a

of ' the said city to be constrUtted, erected or ex- 
tended across the grounds, not the tracks, of the said 
cdtnpany without claiming any compensation for land taken 
or for damages resulting from the extension of said streets. 
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Section 11. The said railroad company shall curb and 
gutter the property owned by it whenever the Council of 
said city shall order those owning property on either side 
of the property owned by said railroad company to do so. 

Section 12. Said railroad company shall pay all dam- 
ages to all property that may be damaged by the erection 
and operation of a railroad across the said streets, and shall 
save the city harmless from any claims for damages that 
may be due to the operation of a railroad across the said 
streets mentioned herein. 

Section 13. The said railroad company shall provide 
for the proper drainage of the road running along the canal 
in such a manner as the city engineer may direct. 

Section 14. This ordinance shall take effect and be 
in force from and after its passage.

To grant the right to the Middletown & Cincinnati 
Railroad Company to construct and operate a single track 
railroad in and along Clinton Street, from its southern ter- 
minus to its intersection with the Miami & Erie Canal, 
under certain terms and conditions. 

Section 1. BE IT ORDAINED by the Council of the 
City of Middletown, Ohio, that the right be and the same is 
hereby granted to the Middletown & Cincinnati Ry. Com- 
pany, a corporation duly organized under the laws of Ohio^ 
to construct and operate by steam, electricity or other mo- 
tive power a single track railroad in and along Clinton 
Street from its southern terminus to its intersection with 
the Miami & Erie Canal, and across all streets intersecting 
said Clinton Street between the points hereinbefore men- 
tioned ; also northward along the Miami & Erie Canal from 
Clinton Street to the northern corporation line of the city,; 
and across all streets between the points hereinbefore men- 
tioned. 
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Section 2. The right-of-way herein granted is upon 
the terms and conditions hereinafter set forth. 

Section 3. The said railroad company shall construct 
said track as near as possible in the center of said Clintoin 
Street and along the crown thereof, ?ind the said railroad 
company shall keep the space between the tracks ballasted 
with gravel or broken stone in such a manner that the same 
may be crossed by vehicles of all kinds, and so as not to in- 
terfere with the free use of said railroad track by said rail- 
road company for the purposes of transportation. 

Section 4. The said railroad company construct and 
maintain between its tracks and for a distance of twelve 
inches on each side thereof, good and sufficient planks where 
said railroad crosses any street within the corporate limits 
or which may hereafter be crossed by said railroad com- 
pany, and said crossings and planks shall be constructed and 
kept in good repair to the satisfaction of the City Commis- 
sioner of said City of Middletown. 

Section 5. The said railroad company shall not per- 
mit any freight cars, trains, locomotives, or other cars or 
engines to stand in and along Clinton Street, or on any 
crossing for a period of time longer than five minutes, pro- 
vided, however, that in case of accident or in case of break- 
ing of any car, the said company shall have sufficient time 
to repair the accident, remove said broken car, or other 
material. 

Section 6. The said railroad company shall not per- 
mit any train, locomotive or cars to pass in and along said 
Clinton Street or across any street of this city at a faster 
rate of speed than six miles per hour. 

Section 7. Said railroad company shall cause the 
engineer, fireman or other person in charge of any train 
when crossing any street to give an alarm by ringing a bell 
when within two hundred feet of any crossing. 

Section 8. Said railroad company shall construct and 
maintain at the crossings of the streets crossed by it with 
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its said railroad tracks safety gates ; and operate the same 
free of any expense to the City of Middletown, or said rail- 
road company may be required to station a flagman to pro- 
tect the public and warn the same of approaching trains 
whenever the same shall be deemed necessary by the City 
Council of the said City of Middletown. 

Section 9. The said railroad company shall construct 
said gates and operate same, or place said flagman at said 
crossings within thirty days after being notified to do so by 
the City Council. 

Section 10. The City of Middletown reserves the right 
to lay, construct and operate under and across said railroad 
track, water mains, gas mains, sewers or other apparatus 
that may be deemed necessary by the City Council, or any 
other board of the City of Middletown, but said city. When 
about to construct under or across the said railroad track 
any such gas main, water mains, sewers or other apparatus, 
shall give ten days' notice to said railroad company that 
said city is about to construct said work, so that said rail- 
road company may protect its said track from any injury 
arising on account of the construction of said work, and 
protect itself from injury to passing trains that may arise 
on account thereof. 

Section 11. The said railroad company shall not per- 
mit any cars, trains or locomotives to stand on any street 
of said city except for such time as may be necessary for 
passenger trains to receive and discharge its passengers and 
baggage with safety, except as provided in Section five. 

Section 12. The said railroad company shall pay all 
damages arising out of the construction and operation of 
its said railroad track in and through the City of Middle- 
town, and shall save the City of Middletown harmless from 
any claim or claims for damages of any kind arising out of 
such construction or operation of its said railroad. 

Section 13. The said railroad company shall complete 
the building of its said railroad track and shall operate the 
same on or before one year from and after the passage and 
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publication of this ordinance, provided that in the computa- 
tion of time, no time for which said railroad company shall 
be enjoined and restrained from constructing or operating 
its said railroad, shall be included, and in case said rail- 
road company shall fail or neglect to build and operate its 
said railroad within the time herein set forth, this grant 
shall be null and void. 

Section 14. In case said railroad company shall at 
any time after the completion of its said track, discontinue 
the use of same as a railroad track for any period of time 
longer than three months, then this ordinance shall be null 
and void, and all grants herein given to said railroad com- 
pany shall after' thirty days' notice given it by the City of 
Middletown remove its racks, ties and other material from 
said streets and restore the streets used by it to the same 
condition as they were when this grant was given, without 
any expense to the City of Middletown. 

Section 15. In case said railroad company shaU fail 
to construct any plank crossings across the streets as set 
forth in Section four, and shall fail to keep same in good 
repair, then said City of Middletown may construct same 
or repair at the cost and expense of said railroad company, 
and may for this purpose cause to be levied and assessed a 
special tax on said railroad company to pay the costs and 
expenses of constructing or keeping in repair said street 
crossings, the said special tax to be collected as other taxes. 

Section 16. The said City of Middletown reserves the 
right and said railroad company shall permit said city to 
cross the right-of-way of said railroad company within the 
City of Middletown with any new streets which the City 
Council may hereafter deem necessary for the public wel- 
fare ; and said railroad company shall permit said City of 
Middletown to cross its right-of-way with said streets, and 
shall make no claim or claims for damages of any kind on 
account of crossing said railroad and right-of-way with 
street or streets. 

Section 17. Said railroad company shall within thirty 
days after the passage of this ordinance agree in writing 
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to the acceptance of the provisions of this ordinance, and 
before proceeding to lay any track or construct any portion 
of said railroad, have said written acceptance on file in the 
office of the city clerk. 

Section 18. Said ordinance shall take effect and be 
in force from and after its publication according to law.

Re quiring the Cincinnati, Lebanon and Northern Rail- 
way Company to light its railway within the limits of the 
City of Middletown, Ohio, and repealing all ordinances of 
said city heretofore passed in reference thereto. 

BE IT ORDAINED by the City Commission of the 
City of Middletown, State of Ohio : 

Section 1. That it is deemed necessary by the City 
Commission of the City of Middletown, State of Ohio, to 
have the railway within the limits of said City of Middle- 
town lighted and that said The Cincinnati, Lebanon & North- 
ern Railway Company be and it is hereby required to light 
its railway within the limits of said city with electricity 
arid erect such poles as may be necessary for that purpose to 
be located, as follows : 

At the intersection of Curtis Avenue with the right-of- 
way of said company, at a point between Woodlawn Avenue 
and Forest Avenue, such light to be equivalent to four hun- 
dred candle power. 

At the intersection of Sixth Street with the right-of- 
way of said company, at a point west of Curtis Avenue, such 
light to be equivalent to two hundred candle power. 

At the intersection of Forest Avenue with the right-of- 
way of said company, at a point west of Young Street, such 
light to be equivalent to two hundred and fifty candle power. 

At the intersection of Young Street with the right-of- 
way of said company, at a point north of Grand Avenue, 
such light to be equivalent to two hundred and fifty candle 
power. 
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At the intersection of Baltimore Street with the right- 
of-way of said company, at a point north of Grand Avenue, 
such light to be equivalent to two hundred and fifty candle 
power ; and at the intersection of Garfield Avenue with the 
right-of-way of said company, at Grand Avenue, such light 
to be equivalent to two hundred and fifty candle power. 

All such lights shall be kept lighted the same hours 
each night as the street lights of said City of Middletown 
are kept lighted. 

Section 2. That the clerk of the City Commission be 
and he is hereby directed to give notice to said The Cincin- 
nati, Lebanon and Northern Railway Company. of the pas- 
sage of this ordinance by delivering a copy thereof to said 
company or the person or corporation having possession, 
charge or management of said railway, and if said railway 
is not lighted as herein required within twenty days from 
the receipt of this notice, said lighting will be done by said 
city and the expense thereof assessed against said company 
in the manner provided by law. 

Section 3. All ordinances or parts of ordinances 
heretofore passed and now effective are hereby repealed. 

Section 4. This ordinance shall take effect and be in 
force from and after the earliest period allowed by law.

Granting to the C. L. & N. Ry. Co. the right to con- 
struct, operate and maintain an additional track across 
Curtis Avenue, in Middletown, Ohio.

Section 1. That the right be and the same hereby is 
granted unto The C. L. & N. Ry. Co., its successors and as- 
signs, to construct an additional track across Curtis Ave- 
nue between Woodlawn Avenue and Forest Avenue in said 
City of Middletown, as follows : 
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The said track shall be constructed across said Curtis 
\venue, parallel to the main track of the Middletown and 
Ziincinnati Ry. as now constructed, and on the south side 
hereof, the center line of the proposed track to be thirteen 
feet from the center of the said main track. 

Section 2. The said track shall be laid at the estab- 
ished grade of Curtis Avenue at that point, and shall con- 
:orm to the grade of the main line as now constructed, and 
:he same shall be maintained at such grade. 

Section 3. The said company shall cause said track 
:o be planked from property line to property line on said 
jtreet, between the rails and on each side thereof, the space 
between the tracks, that is, between said additional track 
md the main line, to be constructed, shall in like manner be 
[)lanked or surfaced with other material satisfactory to the 
Board of Public Service, and the said planks shall be main- 
tained to the full satisfaction of the Board of Public Service 
if the City of Middletown, or its successors having charge 
>f the streets and public ways of the city. 

Section 4. The said company shall place or cause to 
be placed when requested to do so by the said Board of 
Public Service or its successors, broken stone on each side 
of the tracks of said company and for a distance of fifteen 
feet therefrom, to be placed at such grade and to such 
depth as may be prescribed by the said Board of Public 
Service ^r its successors, and be at all times maintained so 
that the approach to and across said tracks of said company 
shall at all times be reasonable and proper. 

Section 5. The City of Middletown reserves the right 
to construct in and along Curtis Avenue and under the 
space occupied by the tracks of said tracks of said railroad 
company, water mains and pipes, gas mains and pipes, 
sewers or any other work that may be necessary, and if it 
be necessary in order that such work may be constructed 
in a workmanlike manner and safe to workmen, the city 
may cause the said track herein authorized to be construct- 
ed to be temporarily taken up until said work may be com- 
pleted, and the said railroad company shall provide for the 
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care of its said tracks as may be necessary, until the said 
work may be completed, and in case it may be necessary to 
remove any such tracks so that the said work may be prop- 
erly done, the said railroad company shall relay the same 
at its own expense or at its own expense take care of its 
said tracks while the said work is being done.

That permission be and the same is hereby 
granted to the Cincinnati, Lebanon and Northern Railwav 
Company to construct, maintain and operate tracks upon 
and across Canal Street, the first alley south of Sixth Street 
and east of the Miami and Erie Canal, Curtis Avenue, For- 
est Avenue, the first alley south of Forest Avenue, and west 
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of Baltimore Street, South Young Street, Baltimore Street, 
Garfield Avenue, Grand Avenue, Cremo Avenue, the first al- 
ley west of Waite Street and south of Grand Avenue, and 
street in the City of Middletown, Ohio, as shown on the blue 
print now on file in the office of the clerk of the City of Mid- 
dletown, Ohio, marked "Plat of proposed track of the Cincin- 
nati, Lebapon and Northern Railway Company, across and 
upon various streets and alleys between Waite Street and 
Sixth Street in the City of Middletown, Ohio. 

Section 2. Said tracks mentioned and designated in 
Section 1 shall be constructed and maintained under the 
direction and to the satisfaction of the Director of Public 
Service of the City of Middletown or his successors in office. 

Section 3. The said railway company and its succes- 
sors shall cause to be constructed on every crossing of every 
street and alley crossed by said railway tracks to be planked 
on each side of the rail, and the space between the tracks 
shall be filled with such material as shall be satisfactory to 
the Director of Public Service or his successors in office, 
and the said crossings shall at all times be maintained by 
the said railway company, its successors or assigns, to the 
satisfaction of the said Director of Public Service or his 
successor or successors having charge of streets and alleys 
in the City of Middletown. 

And if the said railway company, its successors and 
assigns shall fail to maintain said crossings so as to make 
the same reasonably safe for the passage of vehicles of all 
kinds, the City of Middletown shall cause the same to be 
done at the cost and expense of said railway company, its 
successors and assigns. 

Section 4. The said railway company shall at all 
times so operate its trains along said tracks so that no street 
crossing shall be blocked by any engine or cars for a longer 
period than five minutes at a time. 

The City of Middletown at all times re- 
tains the right and privilege of constructing in said streets 
or alleys crossed by said railway tracks sewers and drain 
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mains for its water works system, and shall have the right 
to permit the said tracks to be crossed for the construction 
of gas mains and conduits for electric wires or for any other 
construction lawfully to be permitted in such streets or 
alleys.

Co. within the corporate limits of the City of Middle- 
town, Ohio, at a higher rate than twenty-five miles per hour. 

Violation. SECTION 2. That any person or persons violating the 

provisions of this ordinance shall be guilty of a misde- 
meanor, and on conviction thereof before the Mayor, shall 

Penalty. ^^ fined in any sum not exceeding twenty-five dollars and 

the costs of prosecution. 

Section 3. That all ordinances or parts of ordinances 
in conflict with the provisions of this ordinance be and the 
same are hereby repealed.

That it is deemed necessary by the City 
Commission of the City of Middletown, Ohio, to have the 
railway within the limits of said city lighted, and that the 
Cleveland, Cincinnati, Chicago and St. Louis Railway Com- 
pany be arid it is hereby required to light its railway with- 
in the limits of said city with electricity, and erect such 
poles as may be required, located as follows : 

At the intersection of Third Street with the right-of- 
way of said company at Water Street, light equivalent to 
606 candle power. 

At the intersection of Third Street with the right-of- 
way of said company between Doty Street and Charles 
Street, light equivalent to 400 candle power. 

At the intersection of Fourth Street with the right-of- 
way of said company between Crawford Street and Grimes 
Street, light equivalent to 400 candle power. 

At the intersection of First Street with the right-of- 
way of said company at Water Street, light equivalent to 
400 candle power. 

At the intersection of Fourth Street with the right-of- 
way of said company at Water Street, light equivalent to 
400 candle power. 

At the intersection of Charles Street with the right-of- 
way of said company near Clarendon Avenue, light equival- 
ent to 404 candle power. 

At the intersection of Clark Street with the right-of- 
way of said company at a point north of Plum Street, light 
equivalent to 404 candle power.

At the intersection of Broad Street with the right-of- 
way of said company at Hydraulic, light equivalent to six 
hundred candle power. 

All such lights shall be kept burning the same hours 
each night as the street lights of said city are kept lighted. 

Section 2. That the clerk of the City Commission be 
and he is hereby directed to give notice to the Cleveland, 
Cincinnati, Chicago & St. Louis Ry. Co. of the passage of 
this ordinance by delivering a copy thereof to said company 
or the person or corporation having possession, charge or 
management of said railway, and if said railway is not 
lighted as herein requested within twenty days from the re- 
ceipt of this notice, said lighting will be done by said city 
and the expense thereof assessed against said company in 
the manner provided by law. 

Section 3. This ordinance shall take effect and be in 
force from and after the earliest period allowed by law. 

Section 4. All ordinances or parts of ordinances here- 
tofore passed and not repealed are hereby repealed, and any 
and all resolutions or articles of agreement in any manner 
relating thereto are hereby abrogated and discontinued.

Granting the right to the Cleveland, Columbus, Cincin- 
nati & Indianapolis Railway Company. 

Section 1. BE IT ORDAINED by the Council of the 
Village of Middletown : 

That the right-of-way be hereby granted to the Cleve- 
land, Columbus, Cincinnati & Indianapolis Ry. Company to 
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build and operate by steam or motive power for transporta- 
tion, a single railroad track across and over certain streets 
within the . corporation of said village^ commencing at a 
point near the Catholic cemetery grounds on the east line of 
Clark Street, crossing said street westwardly; thence to 
and across Main and Broad Streets to a point near where 
the said streets intersecting at or near where such contem- 
plated railroad company proposes to cross the Middletown 
Hydraulic, and from thence to the intersection of the north- 
ern end of Water Street, west side, and from thence on said 
street on and along the west bank of the Middletown Hy- 
draulic, to a point near the south line of First Street, con- 
tinuing said track on west side of Middletown Hydraulic in 
front of Oglesby, Moore & Co's. paper mill, to Second 
Street ; thence crossing the Middletown Hydraulic diagonal- 
ly to the east side of said hydraulic on Water Street at First 
Street; from thence along the east side of hydraulic on Watre 
Street at Fir3t Street; from thence along the east side of 
hydraulic on Water Street, crossing Second to Third : thence 
across on the west side ; thence southwardly across Fourth 
Street to or near west side of Water Street, and from thence 
on and along Water Street near west side, to south line of 
Fifth Street; all of which right-of-way is granted with the 
express understanding that a sufficient space or width for a 
single railroad track on said street and crossing is intended. 
And street permission is given to said railroad company to 
use the same for the purpose of transporting its cars by 
steam or motive power over said track, also to leave its cars 
standing on sidetrack, on conditions hereinafter named. 

Section 2. All crossings of streets, alleys or public 
highways, where sidetracks across within the corporate 
limits, shall be planked between the rails and not less than 
twelve inches outside of eiach rail, and to be kept in good re- 
pair by said railroad company so long as it occupies the 
same. 

Section 3. Said railroad company shall ballast with 
good gravel or broken stone its track on and along Water 
Street from starting point to termination, crossing all the 
ties and timbers so as to be passable for teams or vehicles 
of any or whatever kind ; and it shall keep the same in good 
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repair to the satisfaction of the street committee of said 
village; not, however, to be construed as to require said 
railroad company to ballast so heavily as to interfere with 
the free passage of car trucks or rails. 

Section 4. The running speed of its locomotives or 
cars within the corporation, west of east line of Broad 
Street (including crossings on Clark Street) shall not ex- 
ceed four miles per hour. It shall cause notice to be given 
when approaching any crossing of streets or alleys within 
the corporation, west of east side of Clark Street, by ring- 
ing a bell when within two hundred feet of said crossing. 
All trains or engines in approaching Third Street shall come 
to a full stop within one hundred and not further off than 
two hundred feet from said street, and shall not cross until 
the way is clear on crossing the street. 

Section 5. The said railroad company shall not be 
permitted to let its cars remain on its tracks at any point 
on Water Street between the north end of Water Street and 
the north side of Third Street, longer than six hours during 
daylight, after the same have been unloaded, or reloaded, 
and same conditions shall apply on Water Street south of 
Fourth Street. 

Section 6. Cars shall not be permitted to stand on or 
occupy Water Street between Third and Fourth Streets 
after they have become detached from locomotive ; permis- 
sion is given to attach a switch to main track on Water 
Street between Third and Fourth Streets for the purpose of 
crossing hydraulic to Globe Paper Mill. 

Section 7. Said railroad company shall not be per- 
mitted to let its cars or locomotives remain on any street 
crossing longer than allowed by law, five minutes. 

Section 8. Said railroad company shall make at its 
own expense all necessary drains, culverts or sluice-ways» 
under said track, and keep the same in good repair to the 
satisfaction of the street committee of said village so long 
as it continues to occupy said street. 
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Section 9. Said railroad company shall make and 
keep its tracks on a level with the crown of street or streets 
^nd at crossing of streets, and it shall not make a greater 
f]ll on Water Street between Fourth and Fifth Streets than 
twelve to eighteen inches above the present surface of 
street. 

Section 10. Said railroad company shall hold the in- 
corporated village aforesaid harmless as to any damage to 
property of whatever kind, on and along said railroad track. 

Section 11. In the case the said railroad company 
fails to complete said track and operate the same on or 
before Jan. 1, 1883, then the grant of right-of-way shall be 
null and void and of no further force ; or should such rail- 
road company at any time after the completion of said 
track, discontinue the use of same for a longer period than 
two months, or at only long intervals during said two 
months, then this ordinance shall be of no further force, 
except said railroad company shall remove said track, re- 
pair and put in good order to the satisfaction of the street 
committee of Council of said village, all streets, crossings 
of streets, drains, culverts, etc. On failure to do so, the 
street committee of Council shall proceed and cause such 
tracks to be removed and repair said streets and collect 
from said railroad company all costs attending same, in 
such a manner as provided by law in the collection of any 
ether debt. 

Section 12. This ordinance shall take effect and be 
in force from and after its passage and publication accord- 
ing to law.

To grant permission to the Cleveland, Cincinnati, Chi- 
cago and St. Louis Ry. Company to extend its railroad 
switch from the "Gardner Paper Mill" property up Water 
Street and across Third Street to the property of the Palmer 
Milling Company. 

Section 1. BE IT ORDAINED by the Council of the 
City of Middletown, that permission is hereby granted to 
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the Cleveland, Cincinnati, Chicago & St. Louis Ry. Company 
to construct and operate a single track railway for switch- 
ing purposes, in and along and across the following streets, 
to- wit: 

Commencing at the terminus of its present switch in 
the west side of Water Street opposite the property of the 
Tjrtus Gardner Paper and Manufacturing Company, known 
as "The Gardner Paper Mill," thence along Water Street 
and across Third Street to the property of the Palmer Mill- 
ing Company. All grants herein made are upon the con- 
ditions and limitations herein contained. 

Section 2. In consideration of the grant herein made, 
the said The C. C. C. & St. L. Ry. Co. shall permit the City 
of Middletown to extend upon and use for street purposes 
across the right-of-way of the said company. Grand Avenue, 
as the same is known and designated, so that the same will 
be a continuous thoroughfare across the right-of-way of 
said company. 

Section 3. The said tracks shall be laid across Third 
Street within ten days after the passage of this ordinance 
and fully completed within sixty days, and where it crosses 
Third Street the same shall be constructed according to the 
plans, profiles and grades of L. A. Dillon, engineer in charge 
of the paving of said Third Street. 

Section 4. The said crossing of Third Street shall be 
paved between the tracks and for a distance of eighteen 
inches on each thereof, with the same material and at the 
same time, and in the manner provided in the specifications, 
therefore as the city may use on remaining portions of said 
etreet ,and the city may cause the said paving to be done 
with its contract for paving said Third Street and collect 
the costs and expenses thereof from said railway companJ^ 
and said crossing shall be kept in good repair to the satis- 
faction of the City Council of said City of Middletown or 
any officer delegated to have control and charge of its public 
streets. 

Section 5. The said railway company shall construct 
its said tracks along Water Street and maintain same in 
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such a manner as to be of as little hinderance to public 
travel as the construction and maintenance of said railroad 
track will permit. 

Section 6. The said railway company shall not per- 
mit any engine, car or cars to stand upon said crossing nor 
shall said railway company obstruct said crossing in any 
way for a longer period than three minutes at any one time. 

Section 7. The said railway company shall use all 
reasonable means to warn the public when crossing said 
street of the approach of its engines and cars, and shall at 
all times obey such ordinances of the city now in force and 
which may hereafter be adopted by the City Council with 
reference to railroads crossing public streets in said city. 

Section 8. Upon failure of said railroad company to 
comply with any order of the City Council to repair the 
street crossed by it, or in and along which its said tracks 
are laid, the same may be done by the city at the costs and 
expense of said railway company. 

Section 9. The said railway company shall save the 
city harmless from all claims or claims for damages arising 
Dut of the construction and operation of said railway in and 
along or across said streets. 

Section 10. This ordinance shall take effect and be 
in force from and after its passage and publication accord- 
ing to law.

Granting to the Cleveland, Cincinnati, Chicago and St. 
Louis Ry. Company the right to construct, operate and 
maintain an additional sidetrack across Broad Street in the 
City of Middletown. 

BE IT ORDAINED by the Council of the City of 
Middletown, State of Ohio, as follows : 

Section 1. That the right be and the same hereby is 
granted unto the C. C. C. & St. L. Ry. Co., its successors and 
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assigns, to construct a switch track across Broad Street in 
the City of Middletown, Ohio, substantially as follows : 

Commencing at a point on Broad Street about five feet 
south of the present Middletown Branch track crossing said 
Broad Street, thence eastwardly across said Broad Street 
on a 16-degree curve to the east side of Broad Street, and 
to a point about ten feet south of the present switch track 
above referred to, and substantially on the line designated 
on the plat or map of said proposed track on file in the 
office of the Clerk of the City of Middletown. 

Section 2. The said track shall be laid at the estab- 
lished grade of said Broad Street and shall be maintained 
at such grade, and shall not in any manner interfere with 
the flow of water in and upon said street. 

Section 3. The said company shall cause said track 
to be planked on each side of the tracks, and the space be- 
tween said tracks, and the space between the present track 
and the proposed track shall be filled with broken stone, or 
ether material satisfactory to the Board of Public Service 
of the City of Middletown, Ohio. The said planks, broken 
gtone or other satisfactory material shall be placed from 
property line to property line on said street, and shall at all 
times be maintained to the full satisfaction of the Board of 
Public Service of said city, or any other board or officer 
having charge or control of the public streets in said city. 

Section 4. The said company shall cause broken stone 
to be placed, when requested to do so by the Board of Public 
Service, for a distance of fifteen feet on each side of the 
tracks crossing said Broad Street,, to be placed at such 
depth and at the grade prescribed by the Directors of Pub- 
lic Service or their successors in office, and shall at all 
times be maintained to the full satisfaction of said board 
or its successors. 

Section 5. The City of Middletown reserves the right 
to lay in Broad Street and across the tracks of said com- 
pany gas and water mains, or public sewers, and the said 
railway company shall maintain its tracks while said work 
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is being done and for that purpose, if necessary, the city 
may temporarily remove the tracks until the work is com- 
pleted, and said company shall relay its tracks and do all 
other work required free of expense to the city. 

Section 6. The said company shall at no time permit 
any cars or engines to stand upon said crossing or any por- 
tion of the street, nor permit said crossing to become ob- 
structed at any time for any longer length of time than may 
be necessary to cross the same with its cars or engines. 

Section 7. The said company shall at all times save 
the City of Middletown free and harmless from any and all 
claims for damages that may be caused or claimed to be 
caused by the construction, maintenance or operation of 
the said track across said street. 

Section 8. The said company shall pay all costs and 
expenses of publishing this ordinance in the manner pro- 
vided by law. 

Section 9. This ordinance shall take effect and be in 
force from and after its passage and publication according 
to law.

Section 1. That the right be and the same is hereby 
granted that the Cincinnati & Dayton Ry.

Company, which now lies parellel with 
the main track of the Cleveland, Cincinnati, Chicago & St. 
Louis Ry., across Fourth Street in the City of Middletown, 
Ohio, to a point opposite and immediately adjoining the 
building formerly occupied as a carriage factory on the 
north side of Fourth Street.

Section 5. Said railroad company shall pay all dam- 
iges to all property that may be damaged by the erection 
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and construction of said railroad across said street and shall 
save the city harmless from any claims or damages that 
may be done to the operation of a railroad across the said 
Fourth Street. 

Section 6. This ordinance shall take effect and be in 
force from and after its passage and publication.

That the right be and is hereby granted to the Gardner 
Paper Company, of Middletown, Ohio, a corporation duly 
organized under the laws of Ohio, to use and occupy a part 
of Water and Fourth Streets in said city for the purpose of 
constructing, maintaining and using a railroad switch for 
steam cars, so as to connect the paper mill property of said 
company with the railroad switch of the Cleveland, Colum- 
bus, Cincinnati & Indianapolis Railway Company, now lo- 
cated on Water Street, in sa*id town. 

Said right-of-way hereby granted being over and along 
the following route : 

Beginning at a point on Water Street and in the present 
track of said railroad company, one hundred and fifty feet 
south from the south line of Fourth Street in said town; 
thence northwardly on Water Street to the south line of 
Fourth Street, striking said Fourth Street so that the west 
rail of the switch so to be constructed by the said Gardner 
Paper Company shall be seventeen and one-twelfth feet 
west from the west rail of the track of the said railroad

time exceeding five minutes at any one time. 

The Gardner Paper Company also shall be required on

BE IT ORDAINED by the City Council of Middle- 
town, Ohio, as follows : 

Section 1. That the right be and the same is hereby 
granted to the W. B. Oglesby Paper Co., of Middletown, 
Ohio, to construct and operate and maintain a railroad 
switch for steam cars so as to connect the paper mill prop- 
erty of said company with the railroad switch of the Cleve- 
land, Columbus & Indianapolis Railroad Company, now lo- 
cated on Water Street in said city. 

Said right-of-way being over and along the following 
route : Commencing on the east side of Water Street at a 
point near Second Street between First and Second Streets 
in said city ; thence crossing the race-way of the Hydraulic 
Company to the west side of Water Street, and thence along 
the west side of Water Street to First Street, the privileges 
hereby granted being subject to any and all rights hereto- 
fore granted to the Middletown Hydraulic Company of said 
city. 

Section 2. The said railroad switch shall be construct- 
ed along such grades as may be most convenient and to the 
satisfaction of the city engineer and the street commissioner 
of said city.

altering the grade in and along any of said streets, and 
when so altered the said company or individuals owning or 
managing the street railway on said route shall change the 
grade of its said tracks and its road bed to that established 
by the City Council, free of any expense to the city and 
without any claim or claims for damages on account of the 
change or alteration in the said grade or grades. 

Section 6. The city retains the privilege of construct- 
ing, laying or improving or repairing sanitary or drainage 
sewers in and along or across any of the streets mentioned] 
in this ordinance, and for that purpose may temporarily! 
remove the ties and tracks of said railway company, ani 
the company or individuals owning or operating said streelj 
railway shall have no claim or claims for damages on ac^ 
count of the removal of said ties and tracks, or on account 
of any other damage that may arise on account of the con 
struction or repairing said sewer or sewers. 

Section 7. The company or individuals to whom thd 
grant for the construction and operation of the road speci- 
fied in the above route shall be awarded shall deposit withj 
the City Clerk certified check in the sum of one thousand 



i 
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dollars, payable to the order of the City Clerk, conditioned 
that the said company or individuals will proceed within 
three months upon the construction of said street railway 
and have the same in full operation and in running order 
within one year from and after the passage of the ordinance 
awarding the said grant. 

Section 8. The company or individuals to whom the 
grant for the construction and operation of the street rail- 
way in and along the route hereby established shall be 
awarded shall save the City of Middletown harmless from 
any claim or claims for damages arising out of the con- 
struction and operation of the street railway in and along 
said route. 

Section 9. That the City Clerk be and is hereby di- 
rected to advertise for sealed proposals to construct and 
operate said street railway route as established in Section 
one of this ordinance for a period of three consecutive 
weeks as provided by law. 

Section 10. This ordinance shall take effect and be 
in force from and after its passage and publication. 
(Ord. Bk. 11, Page 157; July 23, 1894.) 



An Ordinance granting permission to the Cincinnati, 
Middletown & Dayton Traction Company to construct and 
operate an electric street railway on Route number two. 

Whereas, the Council of the City of Middletown did by 
ordinance, passed on the twenty-third day of July, 1894, 
establish a street railway route to be known as Route num- 
ber two, and 

Whereas, Jam6s V. Bonnell, City Clerk of the said City 
of Middletown, in pursuance of the direction in said ordi- 
nance contained did give public notice by publication in the 
Daily Signal and the Daily Journal, newspapers published 
daily and of general circulation in said city, for three con- 
secutive weeks next preceding the tenth day of August, 
1894, advising the public that sealed proposals would be 
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received until twelve o'clock noon of the tenth day of Au- 
gust, 1894, by the Council of the City of Middletown, for 
the grant of the right to construct and operate for the 
period of twenty-five years said electric railway upon the 
route as established in said ordinance, and 

Whereas, the Cincinnati, Middletown & Dayton Trac- 
tion Company has filed with the said Council the written 
consent of a majority of the property owners on the line of 
said proposed street railway, represented by the feet front 
of the lots abutting on the streets in which it is proposed to 
construct such street railway, and 

Whereas, the said The Cincinnati, Middletown & Day- 
ton Traction Company has complied with the provisions of 
said ordinance prescribing that said company shall deposit 
with the City Clerk a certified check in the sum of one thou- 
sand dollars, conditioned that said company shall commence 
the building of said road within three months from and 
f.f ter the passage of this ordinance, and shall complete the 
same within one year, and has complied with all other pro- 
visions contained in said ordinance. Now, Therefore, 

BE IT ORDAINED by the Council of the City of 
Middletown, as follows : 

Section 1. That permission be and the same is hereby 
granted to The Cincinnati, Middletown & Dayton Traction 
Company to construct and operate said electric street rail- 
way upon Route No. 2, as follows : 

Commencing in Tytus Avenue at the north corporation 
line of the city, thence southwardly along Tytus Avenue to 
its intersection with North Main Street; thence southward- 
ly to its intersection with Broad Street; thence south on 
Broad Street to Yankee Road ; thence south on Yankee Road 
to South Main Street, and thence southwardly along South 
Main Street to the south corporation line of the City of 
Middletown. 

Section 2. That the foregoing grant shall be for the 
term of twenty-five years. 
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Section 3. The number of tracks on each street shall 
be one, and so placed that the center of the track shall be 
the center of the street, and that turnouts shall be placed on 
Tytus Avenue between Hughes Street and Melbourne Street, 
on Broad Street between Second Street and Third Street, 
and on Tenth Street between Main Street and Lincoln 
Street, and all turnouts shall be placed so that the center of 
the space between the double tracks formed by said turn- 
outs shall be the center of the street, and said double tracks 
formed by said turnouts shall be placed as near together as 
the safety of passing cars will permit, and that the turns 
that are made at the corners of streets shall be constructed 
to the satisfaction and under the supervision of the City 
Engineer, and to the satisfaction of the City Council, and 
where round corners on curbs are made necessary, in the 
opinion of the City Council, the City Council may order 
said company to construct the same and the same shall then 
be done by said company free of any expense to the city or 
to the property owners. 

Section 4. That when at any time the City Council 
by ordinance shall change the grade of street or part thereof 
over which the said company's right-of-way passes within 
the city limits, or which may hereafter come within said 
city limits, that the said Cincinnati, Middletown & Dayton 
Traction Company shall reconstruct their track and road- 
bed, including 12 inches of said street on each side of said 
tracks to conform to the grade established by said City 
Council at such time as said City Council shall reconstruct 
the rest of said street to conform to said change of grade, 
and shall construct that portion of the street used by said 
company in the same manner and of the same material as 
specified in Section 7 of this ordinance. 

Section 5. That the poles or supports on which the 
wires or stays for the trolley shall be placed along the edge 
of the pavement close to the curbstone along the pavement 
side, and shall be so placed as to be of the least incon- 
\enience to the property owners; said poles shall be neat, 
straight, plain wooden poles at least 18 feet high and paint- 
ed such color as Council shall determine, and shall be kept 
neatly painted by such company, except on Broad Street, 
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Yankee Road and Tenth Street said poles shall be octagonal 
in shape. 

Section 6. That the said company shall construct and 
maintain all foot crossings, gutters, drains and culverts, 
when crossed by the tracks of said company in the same 
manner and of the same material as is now or may here- 
after be used by the city on other parts of said crossings, 
drains, gutters and culverts; and all such foot crossings, 
drains, gutters and culverts shall be built and maintained 
by said company for a distance of twelve inches outside of 
said company's tracks; and in case of failure of said com- 
pany to perform the work within thirty days after written 
notice from said City Council and of the work mentioned 
in this section, the City Council shall be empowered hereby 
to complete such work and collect the costs of same from 
said company. 

Section 7. That when at any time the City Council 
shall deem it wise or necessary to pave any of the streets 
used by said company with brick or other materail, it shall 
be the duty of said railroad company to pave the space be- 
tween its rails and for a distance of twelve inches on each 
side thereof with the same material and in the same manner 
and at the same time as the City Council may use on other 
portions of said street or streets, and said company shall 
keep the space between its tracks and for 12 inches on each 
side thereof in good repair to the satisfaction of the City 
Commissioner and the Street Committee of Council. 

Section 8. It is hereby expressly agreed and under- 
stood that the said The Cincinnati, Middletown & Dayton 
Traction Company shall not construct or operate its tracks 
or street railway on or over the bridge now located on North 
Main Street crossing the Miami and Erie Canal. 

Section 9. That it shall be the duty of the conductor 
or other person in charge of or operating any car upon 
said street railway to stop said car when crossing the track 
of any steam railroad which is now constructed or may 
hereafter be constructed within the city limits, and which 
is crossed by said street railway, and inspect the track for 
the approach of other cars upon said road or roads. 
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Section 10. The City of Middletown reserves the right 
to pass under the said street railroad at any time for the 
purpose of laying sewers or sewer pipes, water pipe and gas 
pipe, or any other apparatus it may see fit to use for the 
benefit of said city or any person authorized by said city, 
and the city or said authorized person shall not be liable to 
said compnay for any damages that may accrue to said 
company by means of carefully laying said pipes or ap- 
paratus under said road bed. 

Section 11. That the said The Cincinnati, Middletown 
& Dayton Traction Company shall have no right by means 
of this ordinance or any other ordinance heretofore passed 
by said city to use any other motive power than electricity 
to move their cars along their tracks within the city limits, 
or any portion of their said tracks that may hereafter come 
within the city limits. 

Section 12. That it shall be. the duty of the said com- 
pany to have the motorman or conductor or other person 
in charge of or operating any car to sound a gong when ap- 
proaching any and all street crossings. 

Section 13. That the said The Cincinnati, Middle- 
town & Dajrton Traction Company shall hold the City of 
Middletown harmless from any damages that may arise to 
persons or property by reason of the construction or opera- 
tion of said street railroad through said city. 

Section 14. The cash fares charged by said company 
for passengers shall not exceed five cents for adults, three 
cents for children under twelve years of age, and children 
in arms free, and such fares shall entitle a passenger paying 
the same to one single passage between any points on said 
line within said city. 

Section 15. That any provisions of an ordinance to 
establish street railway route No. 2 in said city, passed July 
23, 1894, in conflict with any of the provisions of this ordi- 
nance, are hereby repealed, and it is further provided that 
if the said The Cincinnati, Middletown & Dayton Traction 
Company shall fail in any substantial way to perform any 
cf the requirements of this ordinance or fail to conform to 
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any of the terms mentioned therein, the franchise herein 
granted shall be void. 

Section 16, The right is hereby reserved by the Coun- 
cil of the City of Middletown to grant to any other company 
that may hereafter acquire the right to construct and oper- 
ate an electric railway within the City of Middletown to 
use any portion of said company's tracks for the proper 
operation of its railroad, provided that the portion of the 
track to be used shall be no more than one-eighth of the 
length of said future company's route in and through the 
City of Middletown, and as provided by Section 3438 of the 
Revised Statutes of Ohio said future company to pay one- 
half of the costs of constructing and maintaining the road 
and tracks so authorized to be used, and also provided that 
said future company shall not by virtue of the authority to 
use the tracks of this company, so use the same as to sub- 
stantially interfere with the proper operation of this com- 
pany's street railroad. 

Section 17. That the said The Cincinnati, Middle- 
town & Dayton Traction Company's tracks may be crossed 
by any steam or other street railway to whom the City of 
Middletown may grant the right-of-way across the street 
occupied by said company within the city limits, or which 
may hereafter come within the city limits without said city 
or said steam railroad companies being liable to said The 
Cincinnati, Middletown & Dayton Traction Company for 
damages, except the necessary outlay of said company by 
means of other companies erecting said crossings. 

Section 18. No cars shall be operated over the tracks 
of said Traction Company at a higher rate of speed than 
eight miles per hour within the corporate limits of the city. 

Section 19. The City Council reserves the right to 
provide on which side of the street the feed wires of said 
company shall be placed. 

Section 20. Said company shall not permit its cars 
to stand upon the streets of the city for any longer time 
than is necessary to permit passengers to get on or off, or 
on turnouts for any longer time than necessary to permit 
cars to pass. 
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Section 21. That the said company shall repair all 
portions of any sidewalk in good order and of the same kind 
and quality of material as is then used in said sidewalk 
when said portion of any sidewalk has been necessarily torn 
up for the erection of said company's poles. 

Section 22. That the said Traction Company shall not 
have the right to construct any other turnouts or switches 
other than those mentioned in Section three of this ordi- 
nance without the permission of the City Council. 

Section 23. That the written acceptance of the pro- 
visions of this ordinance shall be filed with the City Council 
within thirty days after the passage of this ordinance by 
The Cincinnati, Middletown & Dayton Traction Company. 

Section 24. That the provisions of this ordinance 
shall apply to all portions of said company's road that may 
hereafter come within the corporate limits of the City of 
Middletown, as well as to the portions now within the cor- 
porate limits of the City of Middletown. 

Section 25. That the said The Cincinnati, Middle- 
town & Dayton Traction Company shall restore the streets 
tx)rn up by them at any time to the same condition in which 
they found the same, and to the satisfaction of the City 
Commissioner. 

Section 26. That the said The Cincinnati, Middle- 
town & Dayton Traction Company shall stop its cars at any 
place within the corporate limits for the purpose of allow- 
ing passengers to get on or off. 

Sechon 27. That the City Council may declare said 
franchise forfeited if said company shall not construct a 
line from Middletown to Hamilton. 

Section 28. That when the public travel makes it 
necessary the City Council may compel said company to so 
Dperate its cars that one shall pass any given point at least 
3very fifteen minutes within the city passing such way. 

Section 29. This ordinance shall take effect and be in 
force from and after its passage and publication according 
:o law. 

(Ord. Bk. 11, Page 159; Sept. 14, 1894.) 
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Granting to The Cincinnati and Miami Valley Traction 
Company the right to construct, operate and maintain a 
street railroad over certain streets in the City of Middle- 
town, as follows : 

Over Tytus Avenue from the north corporation line of 
said city to its intersection with Hydraulic Street, and over 
Hydraulic Street to its intersection with Main Street, thence 
along Main Street to the south corporation line of said City 
of Middletown. 

Whereas, The Cincinnati and Miami Valley Traction 
Company has made application to Council in writing to de- 
fine and establish a street railroad route through said City 
of Middletown, over the following streets and highways of 
said city, to-wit: 

Commencing in Tytus Avenue at the north corporation 
line of said city ; thence along and over Tjrtus Avenue to its 
intersection with Hydraulic Street ; thence along Hydraulic 
Street to its intersection with Main Street; thence along 
Main Street to the south corporation line of said city, and 
has also asked that a franchise be granted to it to construct, 
operate and maintain a single track street railroad, to be 
operated by electricity or other motive power, except steam, 
over said route when so defined and established, and if by 
electricity with the right to erect poles and wires, to con- 
duct same, and. 

Whereas, notice of said application has been given ac- 
cording to law for three consecutive weeks in The Daily 
Signal, a newspaper printed and of general circulation in 
said corporation, and. 

Whereas, persuant to said notice, said The Cincinnati 
and Miami Valley Traction Company has presented its bid, 
which was the lowest offered, to construct, operate and 
maintain said street railroad and to carry passengers there- 
on over the full length of same or over any portion thereof 
for the sum of five cents single fare for adults, and commu- 
tation tickets for same in packages of twenty-five for one 
dollar and six for twenty-five cents, and to carry children 
under twelve years of age for three cents and two children 
of same parents when together for five cents, and, 
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Whereas, the written consents of a majority of the 
property owners on the line of said proposed railroad, rep- 
resented by the feet of the lots and lands abutting on said 
streets and highways along which said street railroad is 
proposed to be constructed, to the building and operation 
of said street railroad has been given to said company, 
which consents have been filed with the Clerk of this city, 
and, 

Whereas, in the opinion of Council, said route and im- 
provement would be a public conveniencie and benefit to the 
property affected thereby. Now Therefore, 

Section 1. BE IT ORDAINED by the City Council 
of this City of Middletown, Ohio, that said street railroad 
route be and the same is hereby defined and established, to 
be known as Street Railroad Route No. 3, through said 
city, and that permission be and the same is hereby granted 
by the City Council of the City of Middletown, Ohio, its suc- 
cessors and assigns, to construct, operate and maintain a 
single track street railroad over same. Commencing in 
Yytus Avenue at the north corporation line of said city; 
thence along and over Tytus Avenue to its intersection with 
Main Street ; thence along Main Street to the south corpora- 
tion line of said city, said railroad company shall place one 
turnout in Main Street between Third and Fourth Streets, 
opposite the Sorg Opera House, and if the business requires 
further turnouts, there shall be one placed in Tytus Avenue 
at the north corporation line, and another turnout shall be 
placed in Main Street at the south corporation line; this 
franchise shall continue for the term of twenty-five years. 

Section 2. And in consideration of the granting of 
this franchise, said company agrees to all the conditions 
therein, and said street railroad shall be constructed as near 
as practicable along the center of said streets and avenues, 
and said turnouts, sidetracks and switches shall be of a 
standard gauge and all laid with what is known as Shanghai 
Trail, as Council may approve, and on any street or avenue 
when said tracks of switches cross the tracks of any other 
street railroad or steam railroad at grade, the crossing shall 
be made with crossing frogs of the most approved pattern 
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and material, and be kept in repair at the joint expense of 
the companies owning said tracks. 

Section 3. The said road and tracks shall be con- 
structed by said company so as to conform to the estab- 
lished grade of said streets, and to the satisfaction of the 
City Civil Engineer and said City Council. 

Section 4. All wires, poles and electrical apparatus 
shall be of such material and so constructed as the electrical 
inspector appointed by said City Council may direct. 

Section 5. Said railroad shall be operated by said 
company as required by the laws of the State of Ohio and 
the ordinance of the city now in force or which may be 
passed hereafter, and at all times, so as to create as little 
hinderance as possible to the public use of said streets, and 
shall also run all its cars for local traffic within the city 
limits over the entire route granted by this ordinance. 

Section 6. The said company is hereby required at all 
times to keep said streets and avenues between the rails of 
said track and for eighteen inches on each side thereof in 
good order and repair, to the satisfaction of the City Com- 
mission, and if said company shall fail to keep said streets 
in good repair, and after written notice to said company, 
the City Council may cause the same to be done, and ex- 
penses be not paid within thirty days after the same is 
completed, the Council may assess the same against the real 
and personal property of said company, to be collected as 
other taxes. 

Section 7. In case the city shall at any time cause any 
of the said streets or avenues to be paved with any material 
whatever, the said company shall pave with the same ma- 
terial, at the same time and in the same manner, between 
the rails of said tracks and for eighteen inches on each side 
of the rails, and if route or any part thereof is paved at the 
same time of construction of street railroad, then the said 
street railway company agrees to pay one-third of the en- 
tire cost of such paving. 
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Section 8. Whenever the City Council deems it neces- 
sary at any time to change the grade or form of street 
through which the said line of street railroad passes, said 
company shall relay their tracks in accordance with such 
change of form or grade at its own expense, immediately 
upon receiving notice from said City Council so to do, and 
said company shall have no claim or claims for damages on 
account of such change in grade or form of the street, (and 
said street railway company shall at all times remove from 
the streets all debris thereon, and restore said streets ajid 
street crossings in as good condition as they were in before, 
and to the satisfaction of the City Commissioner of the 
City of Middletown.) 

Section 9. Said company shall have the right to carry 
passengers, packages, baggage, mail and express matter, 
and except as to passengers, for which rates are herein 
fixed, it may charge what it deems prudent and necessary 
in the management of its affairs. 

Section 10. The City Council shall hereafter have 
the power to grant to any persons or company the right to 
cross said road at any street crossing upon their paying 
their proportionate part of the actual cost of construction 
and keeping in repair that portion of the track as crossed 
by them. 

Section 11. Through cars shall also be run over said 
street railroad each and every day in the year, and as often 
each day as the business of said street railroad will warrant. 

Section 12. The construction of said road shall be 
commenced within six months and shall be completed within 
one year from the time of this grant; all sidetracks and 
switches after the completion of said road that may be re- 
quired shall be put in only on permission by Council. 

Section 13. If electricity is used, the poles to be upon 
which the wires are suspended shall be of iron, as Council 
may direct, over all of said route on Main Street, nicely 
painted and kept painted, said poles to be placed so as not 
to interfere with the entrance to property and so as not to 
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be an obstruction to the free use of the streets or sidewalks 
vlong said line. 

Section 14. Said street railway company failing to 
operate its road through the city for sixty days, unavoid- 
able casualty excepted, shall forfeit its franchise herein, 
and shall remove its rails and ties and all debris, and shall 
replace said street in as good condition as it was immediate- 
ly previous thereto. 

Section 15. Upon failure of said company, its suc- 
cessors and assigns, to fulfill the conditions of this ordi- 
nance in any particular after said road is built. Council on 
five days' notice to said company of such default or neglect, 
may have same done at the expense of said company and 
may collect same by action at law, or assess the same 
against the real and personal property of said company to 
be collected as other taxes. 

Section 16. The City of Middletown retains the 
privilege of constructing under or across the tracks of said 
street railway company sewers, gas or water mains or other 
apparatus, and may, if it cannot absolutely be avoided, tem- 
porarily remove the tracks from said route for that pur- 
pose, or grant said privilege to any board, company or 
citizens without being liable to said company for any dam- 
age arising out of same or incident thereto. 

Section 17. The said company shall fill Hydraulic 
Street along said route, if designated by the City Council, 
to the curb line thereof, with such material as the City Com- 
missioner may direct, and to his satisfaction. 

Section 18. Whenever the tracks of said company are 
laid along the established grade of any street, which would 
require a cut or fill on the part of said company, said com- 
pany shall make such cut or fill from curb to curb of such 
street or streets, according to the directions of the City 
Engineer and to the satisfaction of the City Commissioner. 

Section 19. The said company shall give a bond in 
the sum of twenty thousand dollars, with sureties to the 
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satisfaction of the City Council, conditioned that said com- 
pany will construct said road within the time specified here- 
in, and will comply with the conditions and stipulations 
herein contained as to construction, and that said company 
will save the City of Middletown harmless from any claim 
or claims for damages arising out of the construction of the 
street railroad along the route herein granted. 

Section 20. The same shall file with the City Clerk 
its written consent and accepting this franchise and the 
conditions of this ordinance within thirty days from the 
passage of this ordinance, and before proceeding with the 
construction of said street railroad. 

Section 21. The said company shall not permit its 
cars to stand upon any street, except for such time as will 
permit passengers to get on and off and to remove mail, 
packages or baggage therefrom, and not longer than twenty 
minutes at any one time, unavoidable casualty excepted, and 
in case of accident said company shall use all reasonable 
diligence to repair same. 

Section 22. This ordinance shall take effect from and 
after the date of its first publication.

To establish a street railroad route in the City of Mid- 
dletown, State of Ohio, to be known as "Street Route Num- 
ber Four." 

BE IT ORDAINED by the CiUj Commission of the 
City of Middletown, State of Ohio : 

Section 1. That a street railroad route to be known as 
Route Number Four (4) be and the same is hereby estab- 
lished, as follows : 

Commencing on Third Street at the west corporation 
line of said City of Middletown; thence eastwardly along 
said Third Street to Sutphin Avenue; thence southeast- 
wardly along Sutphin Avenue to its intersection with the 
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Alameda; thence south or in a southerly direction to the 
corporation line of said city. 

Section 2. That the said street railroad shall be a 
double track street railroad with all the necessary cross- 
(jvers, Y's, switches and turnouts to its passenger and ex- 
press station, and other special places necessary in the oper- 
ation of its lines, connections and extensions; that the 
tracks of said street railroad shall be of standard gauge and 
laid with not less than eighty (80) pound, standard T rails. 
No. 1 x"x8"x7" oak, chestnut or southern pine ties, and not 
less than 6" of clean gravel or crushed stone well rolled by 
steam roller, and all to be constructed in a workmanlike 
manner and under the direction of the City Civil Engineer. 
That the City of Middletown reserves the right to appoint 
an inspector for said work to see that all work is done in a 
proper manner; that all work is to be done and so per- 
formed as to be as little impediment to the ordinary uses 
of said streets as is possible; that it is understood and 
agreed that all costs of inspection are to be paid by the 
street railroad company, and that all debris shall be re- 
moved from the streets at the cost of the railroad company 
and within a reasonable time after the same is placed 
thereon. 

Section 3. That the motive power for the operation 
of said street railroad shall be electricity or such other 
motive power, except steam or animal power, as may be 
commonly used for the operation of street railroads; that 
said company, its successors and assigns, shall have the 
right to erect and maintain the necessary overhead con- 
struction of the kind now in common and general use ; that 
it shall erect and maintain metal poles to carry the wires 
supplying the motive power and for such other purposes as 
are provided for by its charter ; that all poles carrying pri- 
mary wires shall be wooden poles not less than forty-five 
(45) feet in height above the surface of the street and such 
primary or high tension wires shall be strung or run only 
in such parts of the City of Middletown as may be pro- 
vided by the City Commission ; that all poles shall be paint- 
ed and kept painted to the satisfaction of the City Commis- 
sion. 
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Section 4. That the said company shall at all times 
keep the streets and alleys and avenues between the rails 
of its tracks and for a distance of eighteen (18) inches on 
each side thereof in good order and repair and to the satis- 
faction of the City Comrtiission ; and if said company shall 
fail to put such streets in good repair within sixty days 
from and after written notice from the city so to do, the 
City Commission shall cause the same to be done at the ex- 
pense of said company, and if all costs and expenses thereof 
be not paid within sixty days after such work is completed, 
then the costs and expenses hereof may be assessed against 
the real and personal property of said company, to be col- 
lected as other taxes and assessments on street improve- 
ments. 

Section 5. That said company, its successors and 
assigns, shall hold the City of Middletown free and harmless 
from any and all damages arising out of the construction of 
its said street railroad and every part thereof. 

Section 6. That at any time the City Commission 
shall cause any of the streets or avenues or alleys over 
which said company's lines shall be operated to be paved, 
then at the same time the said street railroad company 
shall pave between the rails of its tracks and on either side 
thereof for a distance of eighteen (18) inches, as is pro- 
vided by law; that where the paving of a street is already 
completed, the said street railroad company shall replace 
all paving it may remove for the purpose of constructing 
its tracks, ties and anything required in its construction, 
with such material as may be agreed upon by the City Com- 
mission, and it shall promptly restore all streets to as good 
condition as before being disturbed and at its own cost and 
expense. 

Section 7. That city car service shall be furnished 
over the lines above mentioned on at least a twenty-minute 
schedule and from five o'clock A. M. to twelve o'clock p. M. 
daily, and all such cars shall stop at all street intersections 
to receive and discharge passengers ; that all limited inter- 
urban cars operated over said route shall make at least 
three stops within the corporate limits of the city for the 
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purpose of receiving and discharging passengers and at 
such points as may be designated by the City Commission 
for through business; that all local interurban cars shall 
make at least ten stops at street intersections within the 
corporate limits of the city to receive and discharge through 
passengers and at such places as may be designated by the 
grantee company ; that if any of the provisions of this sec- 
tion are not complied with by grantee company, then this 
franchise shall be and become void and of no effect, at the 
option of the City Commission. 

Section 8. That the rate of fare to be charged by said 
grantee company, its successors and assigns, for the carry- 
ing of passengers over its entire lines within the city shall 
in no event exceed five cents for persons over six years of 
age for one continuous trip, and that children under the 
age of six years shall at all times be carried free of charge ; 
provided that if at any time the lines of the grantee com- 
pany shall be extended to West Middletown the rate of fare 
herein allowed to be charged shall apply to a continuous 
trip to the depot of the C. H. & D. Railroad at said West 
Middletown. 

Section 9. That if grantee fails to operate its cars 
for a consecutive period of sixty days, unavoidable casual- 
ties excepted, it shall forfeit all of its rights under this 
franchise, at the option of the City Commission. 

Section 10. That the City of Middletown shall have 
and it retains the right and privilege to construct or permit 
to be constructed under the tracks of said railroad company 
sewer, gas and water mains and other apparatus or con- 
duits, and to string wires and cables above its right-of-way ; 
and it may, if deemed necessary to do so, temporarily re- 
move the tracks of said grantee company for those purposes, 
it being understood and agreed that the city shall restore 
the tracks so removed to as good condition as before re- 
moval or excavation, and it shall protect the grantee com- 
pany from unreasonable delay or injury during the time 
such work is being performed. 

Section 11. That the grantee company's privilege to 
construct and operate the said street railroad shall be for a 
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period of twenty-five years and shall be granted to the com- 
pany or its assigns, who shall bid for the carrying of pas- 
sengers at the lowest rate of fare in accordance with the 
laws of the State of Ohio, for continuous trips, number of 
commutation tickets for one dollar, number for fifty cents 
and number for twenty-five cents. 

Section 12. That the company to whom this privilege 
is granted shall pay all the costs and expenses incurred in 
the publication of all ordinances and resolutions and notices 
relating to the proceedings granting or providing for said 
franchise, and it shall, within sixty days after the date of 
the passage of any ordinance granting a franchise to such 
company, its successors and assigns, file its written accept- 
ance of the terms thereof with the Clerk of the City Com- 
mission. 

Section 13. That any company desiring to bid for 
said franchise shall do so in writing, which written bid, 
sealed and addressed to the Clerk of the City Commission 
and endorsed, "Proposal for the construction and operation 
of Street Railroad Route Number Four," shall be filed with 
the Clerk of the City Commission at or before the time 
mentioned in the advertisement for bids. 

Section 14. That before the commencement of the 
actual work of construction of said street railroad, the 
grantee shall file with the City Commission a surety bond 
in the sum of ten thousand dollars, conditioned that the 
grantee, its successors and assigns, will construct and oper- 
ate said street railroad within the time specified herein, and 
will comply with the conditions and stipulations contained 
herein as to such construction, and that the grantee will 
save the City of Middletown free and harmless from any 
claim or claims for damages as provided in Section 5 of this 
ordinance. 

Section 15. That the grantee shall begin the construc- 
tion of said street railroad within eighteen months after 
the acceptance of the ordinance granting the franchise, and 
shall have the same in operation within one year thereafter, 
and failing to do so, all the rights and privileges herein con- 
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ferred shall cease, and this franchise shall be declared null 
and void ; provided, however, that after said company shall 
have begun the actual construction said provision shall not 
apply in case of strikes or other causes over which said 
company has no control, nor by reason of injunction pro- 
ceedings which may delay the construction of said street 
railroad. 

Section 16. That whenever the company, after the 
completion of said street railroad, desires to make any 
change, or put in sidetracks, switches, turnouts, Y's or ex- 
tensions, it shall be required to make written application to 
and secure from the City Commission permission to do so. 

Section 17. That the company, its successors and as- 
signs, shall have the right to carry passengers, baggage, 
express, freight and United States mail; that all cars car- 
rying passengers shall at all times be properly lighted and 
heated, be clean, and be of modern type, and that the cars 
carrying freight shall be of modem type and such as are 
now in use on electric railroads ; that any and all baggage, 
freight and express matter handled by said railroad com- 
pany shall be housed, handled, loaded and unloaded on the 
private property and lands of the company and not on the 
streets, avenues and alleys of the City of Middletown unless 
special permission is given so to do by the City Commis- 
sion; that no freight or express cars shall be allowed to 
stand on the street for the purpose of loading and unload- 
ing baggage, freight or express, and that no train to be 
operated over said route herein established shall at any 
time be composed of more than three cars. 

Section 18. That the grantee company shall with 
promptness remove all snow and ice from its tracks and 
cart the same off the streets so as to prevent the snow and 
ice from being banked along the sides of its tracks, so as to 
preserve always an open highway for public travel and use. 

Section 19. That any street railroad company here- 
after operating a street railroad over and upon the streets 
of Middletown shall have the right to operate over such 
portion of the tracks herein described as is now or may 
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hereafter be provided by the laws of the State of Ohio, upon 
the payment to grantee herein of the proper proportion of 
the cost thereof. 

Section 20. That the Clerk of the City Commission 
be and he hereby is directed to advertise for sealed pro- 
posals to construct and operate said street railroad route 
number four as herein established for a period of three 
consecutive weeks as provided by law. 

Section 21. This ordinance shall take effect and be 
in force from and after the earliest period allowed by law.

Granting leave and permission to The Dayton, Middle- 
town & Cincinnati Railroad Company to construct, main- 
tain and operate a street railroad over, along and upon cer.

Whereas, on the 6th day of November, 1913, The Day- 
ton, Middletown & Cincinnati Railroad Company made ap- 
plication in writing to the Council of said City of Middle- 
town, Ohio, for the right to construct, maintain and operate 
a street railroad over, along and upon certain streets in the 
City of Middletown, hereinafter specifically set forth, and 

Whereas, on the 4th day of March, 1914, an ordinance 
was duly passed establishing a street railroad route over 
such streets and notice of the establishment of said route 
and of said application was duly published according to 
law, and 

Whereas, The Dayton, Middletown & Cincinnati Rail- 
road Company has made a bid for said route, which said bid 
offers rates of fare, which are the lowest rates bid, and 
previous written consents of a majority of the property 
holders upon each of said streets or parts thereof on the 
line of the proposed railroad represented by the feet front 
of the property abutting thereof having been obtained. 

Now Therefore, BE IT ORDAINED by the City Com- 
mission of the City of Middletown, State of Ohio : 
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Section 1. That The Dayton, Middletown & Cincin- 
nati Railroad Company, its-his-successors, heirs, be and are 
hereby granted the right and permission to construct, main- 
tain and operate a double track street railway to be operated 
by electricity or other motive, except steam or animal pow- 
er, with the necessary apparatus and under the restrictions 
and conditions as laid down in an ordinance. No. 545, of 
said city, to which reference is hereby made, over and upon 
the streets as described in said ordinance and known and 
designated therein as Route No. 4 of said city, it being fur- 
ther understood and it is hereby made a condition of said or- 
dinance that all regular cars of said railroad shall carry free 
as passengers all policemen and firemen, when on duty and 
in uniform. 

Section 2. This grant shall remain in force for a 
period of twenty-five years from and after its acceptance 
by The Dayton, Middletown & Cincinnati Railroad Com- 
pany. 

Section 3. This ordinance shall take effect and be in 
force from and after the earliest period allowed by law, 
and after the filing with the Clerk of the City Commission 
of said city of the written acceptance and the payment of 
all the expenses of publications thereof by said The Dayton, 
Middletown & Cincinnati Railroad Company.

TELEPHONES AND TELEGRAPHS. 

An Ordinance to grant the Miami Telephone Company 
the right to use the streets and highways within the city 
limits for telephone purposes. 

Section 1. BE IT ORDAINED by the Council of the 
City of Middletown : 

That the Miami Telephone Company, a corporation 
duly organized under the laws of Ohio, and having an office 
and place of business located in the City of Middletown, be 
given and granted the right to use and occupy so much of 
the public streets, alleys and highways within the corporate 
limits of Middletown as may be required for the use of the 
Miami Telephone Company, to erect, keep and maintain a 
necessary number of wooden poles or posts and to attach 
thereto telephone wires and other fixtures whenever the 
same may be required by said company to conduct and carry 
on its telephone business in the City of Middletown; pro- 
vided, however, the City of Middletown reserves all its 
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rights and control over streets and highways to the same 
extent as if the aforesaid grant to the Miami Telephone 
Company had not been permitted by Council ; and also the 
city reserves the right to determine the size and kind of pole 
to be used, and the place or places where such telephone 
poles may be located on the streets within the city limits. 

Section 2. Be it ordained by the Council that all the 
posts or poles which have been or may hereafter be erected 
by said Miami Telephone Company upon any public street 
or highway under its grant by the first section of this ordi- 
nance, shall not be less than 10 inches in diameter atthebase 
or curb-stone of the street, and shall not be less than thirty 
feet high, and all poles shall be straight in form, smoothly 
dressed and worked to a uniform taper from base to top, 
and shall be well painted with lead and oil paint, and all 
poles and posts shall be well set and erected by said tele- 
phone company, closely up to the inside of the curbstones 
or sidewalks. 

Section 3. It is ordained by the Council that it shall 
be unlawful for the Miami Telephone Company, its agents 
or employes, to erect or place any of the poles or attach any 
wire or other fixture thereto in such a inanner or place upon 
any public street or highway of the city, whereby such poles, 
wire or other fixtures will interfere with or obstruct the use 
of the street or sidewalks, or will in any manner be danger- 
ous to the person or property or will obstruct the free right 
of passageway from the street or highway into the premises 
and property of any real estate adjoining upon any public 
highway within the corporate limits of the city, and when- 
ever poles may be erected by said company upon a sidewalk, 
and the paving -or guttering thereof shall be removed or 
disturbed thereby, the Miami Telephone Company shall re- 
pair the gutters or sidewalks, and pay the costs thereof, and 
it is required of said telephone company to make and place 
all gutters, pavements and sidewalks in like condition and 
repair as the same were in before being disturbed. 

Section 4. Be it ordained by the Council, that who- 
ever refuses or neglects, or willfully violates any of the pro- 
visions or requirements of this ordinance shall be guilty of 
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an offense, and upon conviction thereof before the Mayor, 
shall be fined not less than five dollars and not exceeding ten 
dollars and costs of prosecution, and moreover, shall be re- 
sponsible for damage to persons or property. 

Section 5. Be it ordained by the Council, that an ordi- 
nance of the corporate Village of Middletown, Butler Coun- 
ty, Ohio, passed March 12, 1885, (Code of ordinance, page 
193), be and the same is hereby repealed, and that this 
ordinance be in full force after its passage and publication.

An Ordinance granting permission to the Postal Tele- 
graph Cable Company to erect telegraph poles and place 
wires thereon through and within the corporate limits of 
the City of Middletown, Ohio, for telegraph purposes. 

Section 1. BE IT ORDAINED by the Council of the 
City of Middletown, that the Postal Telegraph Cable Com- 
pany be and is hereby authorized and permitted to place 
and erect within the corporate limits of the said city such 
numbers of telegraph poles that it may deem necessary for 
the construction of a main line of telegraph through said 
city and to place thereon such number of wires as may 
from time to time suit its convenience for the operation of 
its said line ; and to erect such number of poles and to place 
such number of wires thereon in the said city, from its said 
main line on such streets and alleys in the said city as will 
enable it to conduct its business to one or more offices in the 
said city as the business of the said telegraph company and 
the public may from time to time require. 

The poles and wires of said main line to be erected on 
the following route : From the city limits on Woodside Ave- 
nue to the Yankee Road bridge, and from the south end of 
Canal Street along said street to Fifth Street, west on Fifth 
Street to Water Street, north along said Water Street to 
Third Street ; thence east on Third Street to office ; also west 
to the city limits. 

Section 2. The poles of said telegraph company shall 
be erected under the supervision of the City Engineer and 
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shall not be placed in such a manner as to obstruct the pub- 
lic streets or alleys or hinder the free flow of water in any 
street, alley or gutter, and the poles so erected shall not be 
less than thirty feet in length. 

Section 3. Said telegraph company shall be liable for 
all damages sustained by the city or its citizens that may 
be occasioned by its employers in erecting or repairing its 
poles and wires, or from any other cause while so using 
said streets and alleys. 

Section 4. Said company shall allow the free use by 
the city of their poles for the attaching of fire alarm tele- 
graph wires, and shall allow the free use and operation of 
such fire alarm telegraph wires by the City Fire Depart- 
ment. 

Section 5. Said telegraph company shall save the city 
harmless from any damages that may accrue to any indi- 
vidual property owner by reason of the erection of poles 
and wires near said property owner's premises. 

Section 6. That when said telegraph company shall 
erect poles along any street or alley under this franchise, 
where other companies have erected poles for their pur- 
poses, the Postal Telegraph Company shall extend their 
poles to a sufficient height above the poles of said other com- 
pany that the Postal Company's wires will not interfere 
with the free use of such other company's lines. 

Section 7. This ordinance shall be in force from and 
after its passage and publication.

Granting to The Middletown Telephone Company, its 
successors and assigns, the right to construct, maintain and 
operate a telephone system in the City of Middletown, Ohio. 

BE IT ORDAINED by the Council of the City of 
Middletown, Ohio: 

Section 1. That the right be and the same is hereby 
granted to The Middletown Telephone Company, its sue- 
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cessors and assigns, to construct, maintain and operate 
within the City of Middletown a telephone exchange, poles, 
wires, conduits and all necessary appliances and devices for 
the operation and maintenance of a telephone system, and 
for that purpose the right and privilege is hereby granted 
to dig trenches and lay conduits therein, and to erect poles 
and supports upon which to place wires and cables along 
and upon the streets, alleys, avenues, public grounds and 
public ways in said city, and to do all things necessary to 
be done in the construction, operation and maintenance of 
said telephone exchange and system in said city. 

Section 2. No poles or overhead wires shall be con- 
structed on the following streets, to-wit : 

Main Street from First Street to Ninth Street ; Yankee 
Boad from Main Street to Seventh Street; Broad street 
from First Street to Yankee Boad; and Third Street 
from Water Street to the right-of-way of The Cincinnati 
and Springfield By. Co., now known as The C. C. C. & St. L. 
By. Co., no poles, wires or overhead construction shall be 
erected or maintained on the streets above named in said 
city, but the construction in and along said streets shall be 
in pipes, conduits or other underground fixtures, save and 
except only such poles and wires as may be necessary for 
the purpose of distributing from said subways to sub- 
scribers and stations. 

Section 3. The conduits shall be composed of the 
usual material employed for said service and shall be laid 
under the surface of streets, and the man-holes shall be com- 
posed of such material and the covers for said man-holes 
shall be of such material as the Board of Public Service 
may reasonably direct. 

Section 4. The work of excavating into any street, 
alley or any public place, and the digging of trenches there- 
in, filling the same and repacing the surface of the street or 
sidewalk, and setting the poles and other fixtures and ap- 
pliances shall be done under the direction of the Board of 
Public Service of said city or some competent person ap- 
pointed by said Board, and the same shall be done so as not 
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to interfere with the flow of water in any streets or gutters, 
and so as not to interfere unnecessarily or unreasonably 
v;ith public travel, and so as not to injure or interfere with 
any public or private sewer or gas pipes or mains or any 
other public or private utilities that may be lawfully in such 
street, alley or other public way. 

Section 5. Said The Middletown Telephone Company, 
its successors and assigns, shall restore all streets, alleys, or 
other public ways, whether the same be paved or unpaved, 
and all pavements, sidewalks, curbs and gutters to as good 
condition as the same was in prior to excavating or cutting 
into the same, and to the satisfaction of the Board of Public 
Service of said city or competent person appointed by said 
board and said company, its successors and assigns, in per- 
forming said work, shall comply with such reasonable laws 
and regulations for the performance of said work as Council 
or said Board shall adopt or have adopted pertaining to 
the same. Said work of restoration shall be done promptly 
by said company, its successors or assigns. No paved street 
shall be interfered with during the contractor's guarantee 
unless arrangements are made by the company so that said 
guarantee remains in force. 

Section 6. If said The Middletown Telephone Com- 
pany, its successors or assigns, shall neglect or fail to com- 
ply with the provisions of Section five of this ordinance 
after being notified by the Board of Public Service so to do, 
notice of which shall be sufficient if sent by mail or if left 
at the office or exchange of said telephone system, then the 
said Board of Public Service may cause such work to be 
done at the expense of said company, and if said company 
shall fail to pay the same within ten days after being noti- 
fied of the cost and expenses thereof, then said City of Mid- 
dletown shall have the right and privilege of paying the 
same out of the funds deposited by said company as herein- 
after stated. 

Section 7. The poles erected shall be straight, smooth- 
ly dressed and the tops thereof not less than forty feet 
above the surface of the ground when erected. They shall 
be painted and kept painted to the satisfaction of the Board 
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of Public Service, and they shall be erected as nearly as 
possible in the curb line of the street just inside of the curb 
and so as not to interfere with the ordinary use of any 
street or alley and so as not to interfere with the ingress or 
egress of any private or public property fronting or abut- 
ting on said street or alley. 

Section 8. Said poles and overhead construction shall 
be located as nearly as possible on and along alleys. 

Section 9. The said company, its successors and as- 
signs, shall, before entering upon the use or occupancy of 
any of the streets, alleys and public ways and before ex- 
cavating into any street, alley or public way, deposit with 
the treasurer of the City of Middletown the sum of four 
hundred dollars, conditioned that said company will prompt- 
ly comply with all the provisions of this ordinance relating 
to the restoration of the surface of streets, alleys and pubHc 
ways of the city, and that it will pay all costs and expenses 
of the inspector employed to supervise and inspect said con- 
struction, and to indemnify and save the City of Middle- 
town harmless from expenses or claims arising out of the 
construction, operation and maintenance of said telephone 
system, wires, poles or conduits, and to repay the city any 
sum or sums it may pay or cause to be paid on account 
thereof. 

After said system has been fully completed and all 
streets, alleys and public ways restored to the satisfaction 
of the Board of Public Service, the said company may se- 
cure and have returned to it said deposit so made by giving 
a bond to the City of Middletown in the sum of five thou- 
sand dollars with a surety company or other surety satis- 
factory to the City Council, conditioned that the said com- 
pany shall at all times save the City of Middletown free and 
harmless from any loss, injury or damage arising out of 
the construction, operation and maintenance of said tele- 
phone system. Said bond to be renewed from time to time 
as said City Council may require and to continue in force 
during the life of this franchise. 

Section 10. The rights and privileges herein granted 
shall be in said The Middletown Telephone Company, its 
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successors and assigns, and the obligation shall extend to 
and be binding upon its successors and assigns, and the au- 
thority, control and supervision hereby given to the Board 
of Public Service, Council or other olflScer of the City of 
Middletown, shall extend likewise to any like board or offi- 
cer who may succeed in the future by legislative enactment 
or otherwise to the rights, powers and prerogatives of any 
board or officer named herein. 

Section 11. All the rights granted under this ordi- 
nance are to be held subject to the police regulations that 
are made or are to be made by the City of Middletown, Ohio, 
and said telephone system shall be installed, erected, main- 
tained and operated in conformity to all the ordinances, 
rules and regulations of said city relating thereto which are 
now in force or may be hereafter passed, but the same shall 
not, be destructive of or unreasonably impair or interfere 
with the rights hereby granted. The City of Middletown 
shall at all times have the right to use the tops of any and 
all x)oles of the said company for the purpose of stringing 
its wires for fire and police telegraph system, and the said 
company shall make no charge to the city for the use of 
such poles for that purpose. 

Section 12. On all other portions of said city's streets, 
alleys and public ways other than those mentioned in Sec- 
tion two, poles may be erected and wires and cables strung 
for the purpose of said telephone system.

Section 15. The said company shall furnish to its 
patrons, the City of Middletown, Ohio, a thoroughly mod- 
em telephone system, with full copper, metallic circuits to 
connect its subscribers with its exchange or central station 
in said city, and the whole system, poles, lines, wires, cables, 
conduits and other equipment and apparatus shall be mod- 

Section 16. If the Board of Public Service employs 
a competent person, to be known as an inspector to oversee 
the work of placing conduits in any of the streets, alleys 
and public ways, and the erection of poles, wires and other 
fixtures therein, and in fact, all work performed by said 
company in the street, alleys and public ways during the 
building of said plant system, said The Middletown Tele- 
phone Company, its successors and assigns, shall pay i 
reasonable compensation for the services of said inspector. 
And if said company fails to pay said compensation, the 
City of Middletown shall have the right to apply therefor 
the cash deposited as herein provided. 

Section 17. The Middletown Telephone Company 
shall bear the expense of the publication of this ordinance. 

Section 18. This grant shall be and remain in for 
and during a period of twenty-five years from and after 
the legal passage of this ordinance, and in the event that 
legal proceedings are prosecuted against said grantee or 
assigns so as to interrupt the work of construction of said 
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telephone system, the time during which said work of con- 
struction is being interrupted shall not be included in said 
twenty-five years. 

Section 19. Said The Middletown Telephone Com- 
pany, its successors or assigns, shall file with the Council of 
the City of Middletown, Ohio, a written acceptance of this 
ordinance within thirty days from and after its passage 
and on failure so to do this ordinance and all rights granted 
therein shall be null and void. 

Section 20. Said The Middletown Telephone Com- 
pany, its successors or assigns, shall commence work under 
the franchise granted by this ordinance, within three 
months after passage of this ordinance, and shall in one 
year therefrom have in operation a telephone plant and 
system in said city, otherwise this ordinance and all rights 
and privileges hereby granted shall be null and void. 

Section 21. This ordinance shall take effect and be in 
force from and after its passage and the earliest period al- 
lowed by law.

Section 1. BE IT ORDAINED by the Council of f fee Destroying, defacing. 
City of Middletown, that it shall be unlawful for any person ughurwiresr poi«i,

or persons to injure, destroy, deface, cut, mar or otherwise 
interfere with any electric light, electric street railroad tele- 
graph or telephone poles, lamps, wires, fixtures or appurten- 
ances belonging to any of said companies located or erected 
within the City of Middletown or which is being erected 
therein, or which shall hereafter be erected therein.

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Section 2. That it shall be unlawful for any person 
or persons to cut any electric light, electric street railroad 
telephone or telegraph wires, or in any way injure the 
same or in any way make the same useless, or attach any 
wires of any kind to the same without the permission of 
the person, persons or company owning the same, unless 
authorized to do so by the City Council.

An Ordinance to redistrict the city of Middletown, 
Ohio, into wards, Whereas, the General Assembly of the 
State of Ohio on the 22d day of Oct. 1912 enacted a law en- 
entitled, **AN ACT' to provide for the organization of Cit- 
ies and Corporated Villages and to restrict their power of 
taxation, assessment borrowing money. Contracting debts 
and loaning their credit so as to prevent the abuse of such 
powers as required by the constitution of Ohio, and to re- 
peal all sections of the Revised Statutes inconsistent here- 
with. 

And, Whereas, Section 117 of said act requires the 
Councils of Municipal Corporations to subdivide said Mun- 
icipal Corporation into wards to contain as nearly as prac-

Providing for the removal of weeds from vacant lots, 
in the City of Middletown, Ohio.

occupants, or any person, firm or corporation having the 
care of any vacant lot or land bordering on any street or 
public place within the city limits of Middletown, Ohio, 
shall cut down and remove, or cause to be cut down and 
removed from such lot all offensive unwholesome and nox- 
ious weeds, vines and grass; and such cutting down and 
removing shall be done at least twice annually, once on or 
about June 30 of each year and the second time on or about ^^^ ^^^ removal 
September 1 of each year. 

Section 2. If the provisions of the foregoing section tj™® ^^^ compliance 
are not complied with on or before the seventh day of July 
and on or before the seventh day of September of each year, 
the Chief of Police shall forthwith serve written notice up- 
on the owner or owners, occupant or occupants, or any firm 
or corporation having the care of any such lot set forth in 
the foregoing section to remove or cause to be removed Written Notice from 
therefrom all such offensive, unwholesome and noxious ^^^^^ ^^ ^**"''® 
weeds, vines and grass. 

Section 3. Any such owner or owners,, occupant or Non-compUancc with 
occupants, or any person, firm or corporation having the "^*'~ '" '' ^^ 
care of any such lot, who fails to comply with such notice 
set forth in the preceding section within ten days (10) 
from the receipt thereof, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor 
and upon conviction thereof, shall be fined in the sum of 
not less than five ($5.00) dollars nor more than twenty-five Penalty 
dollars ($25.00). 

Section 4. This ordinance shall take effect and be in 
force from and after the earliest period allowed by law.

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WEIGHTS AND MEASURES. 



An Ordinance for the regulation of weights and 
measures. 

Section 1. BE IT ORDAINED by the Council of the 
City of Middletown : 

That from and after the taking effect of this ordin- 
ance there shall be a regulation of weights and measures 
within this city, and the standard of the State, now in the 
possession of the commissioners, of the County of Butler, 
shall be the test by which all weights and measures shall be 
compared and determined.

^app^toteT ^*° Section 2. The city council at the first meeting in the 

month of May, shall appoint some suitable person as sealer 
of weights and measures, scales and beams, who shall prev- 
iously to taking upon himself the duties of his office, take 
an oath or affirmation faithfully to perform the same. The 
duties of which office shall be to try and compare all beams, 
scales, weights and measures, and to ascertain whether 
they agree with the several standards, and when found cor- 
rect to seal the same. 

Section 3. It shall be the duty of the sealer of 
weights and measures, within three months from the time 
of his appointment to visit every storehouse, work shop, 
markethouse, or other place where weights and measures 
are used in the weighing and measuring of articles of trade, 
for the purpose of inspecting weights and measures, 
scales or beams, and thereafter not more than once in each 
year. For each and every scale or beam, with its weights, 
which the inspector shall inspect and seal, he shall receive 
the sum of fifty cents, and for each measure he shall in- 
spect and seal, the sum of five cents, and for every gradu- 
ated beam or spring balance he shall receive the sum of 
twenty-five cents from the owner of the weights, measures, 
scales or beams and he shall cause his seal to be placed on 
each weight, measure, scale, or beam, which he may in- 
spect or adjust. 

Unlawful to sell by SECTION 4. From and after the taking effect of this 
uni^* s^i^^"^" ^^^^^^^^® ^* ^^^^^ ^^ unlawful for any person to sell artic- 
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les by weight or measure within the city, except such goods 
as are usually sold by troy weight, by any weights or 
measures other than those recognized in section first of this 
ordinance, or such other measures as are established by law. 
The dry capacity measures shall conform and be in propor- 
tion to the standard half-bushel, and whoever shall sell 
wares, goods, merchandise or marketing by any weights or 
measures, scales or beams that are not sealed, and which 
do not conform to the standards aforesaid upon complaint 
being made before the mayor of the city he shall have pow- 
er to fine such persons so offending at his discretion, in any 
sum not exceeding ten dollars, which shall be collected by 
the marshall in the same manner as other fines are collect- 
ed and to be paid in the treasury for the use and benefit of 
the city. 

Section 5. This ordinance shall take effect and be in 
force from and after its passage and publication.

WORK-HOUSE. 

An Ordinance to provide for the imprisonment of 
violators of the city ordinances and for the paying of fines 
of costs by labor in the work-house at Dayton, Ohio. . 

Section 1. BE IT ORDAINED by the Council of the 
City of Middletown: 

That the mayor of the City of Middletown be and the 
same is hereby authorized that, when imprisonment is 
made part of the penalty provided for the violation of any 
ordinance, he may upon conviction, sentence the defendant 
to the work-house at Dayton, Ohio, where said defendant 
shall remain and be kept at hard labor for the length of 
time which he has been sentenced. 

Section 2. That the person who shall neglect or re- 
fuse to pay any fines, imposed on conviction, for the viola- 
tion of any ordinance of the City of Middletown, and the 
costs of prosecution, he may be imprisoned, and kept at 
hard labor at the work house at Dayton, Ohio, or elsewhere 
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until at the rate of sixty cents for each day's labor, exclu- 
sive of Sunday, he shall have earned an amount equal to 
such fines and costs. 

Section 3. Any person sentenced to hard labor in 
said work-house shall be compelled to labor in or about the 
same, or elsewhere, as the trustees of said work-house or 
the superintendent thereof may direct. 

Section 4. This ordinance shall take eifFect and be in 
force from and after its passage and publication according 
to law.

RULES AND REGULATIONS FOR THE GOVERNMENT 
OF THE MUNICIPAL WATER WORKS. 

PREAMBLE. 

In compliance with Section 141 of the Municipal Code 
of the State of Ohio, the Service Director of Middletown, 
Ohio, has adopted the following rules and regulations, gov- 
erning the Water Works of Middletown, Ohio. 

These rules having first been approved by the Board 
of Control and the City Solicitor of Middletown, Ohio. 

Purpose of rules and ARTICLE 1. The Water Works of Middletown, Ohio, 
regulations havlng been built for the protection of property by fire, 

and to supply water to any one that might want to use city 
water, now, for the safe and efficient management of the 
Middletown Water Works these Rules and Regulations have 
been established. 

The revenue of said Water Works is to be applied for 
the maintenance and operation of the same. 

Revision The Service Department hereby deserves the right to 

make any revision or changes in these rules and regulations 
that they may deem necessary, provided that no person shall 
be called upon for an increase of rate during any unexpired 
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term for which the rent shall have been paid, except in 
misrepresentation in the amount consumed. 

Art. 2. The Superintendent shall have general charge ^^^.^^ ^^ superin- 
of the water works pipes, valves, fire hydrants, and every- tendent 
thing pertaining to water works. It shall be the duty of 
the Superintendent to see that the Rules and Regulations of 
the Water Works are properly enforced, provided however, 
that the said Superintendent shall not make any contracts 
or any purchases for said Water Works without the con- . 
sent of the Director of Public Service in charge. 

Art. 3. The Chief Engineer of the Water Works shall duties of chief 
have charge of the Water Works plant. Water Works Engineer 
pumps, engines, boilers and all machinery connected with 
the Water Works. It shall be the duty of the Chief En- 
gineer to have supervision of the operation of all machin- 
ery attached therewith. He shall report from time to time, 
such information as to the conditions and improvements 
necessary to maintain the plant in its best working order. 
He shall make a requisition on the Director of Public Ser- 
vice for all material that he may need for the maintenance 
of the plant. He shall not employ any help, contract for 
any material or make any purchases for the Middletown 
Water Works without the consent of the Director of Public 
Service in charge. 

Art. 4. It shall be the duty of the Assistant Engineer onty of Assistant 
to be under the direction of the Chief Engineer, when on 

duty. 

Art. 5. It shall be the duty of the Collector of the ^uty of collector 
Water Works to have the care and safe-keeping of the books 
and papers belonging to the Water Works. To keep a cor- 
rect account of all receipts, disbursements and other trans- 
actions writh the Water Works ; to keep a register of all con- 
sumers, collect all water rents and other money due the 
Works, and each month submit to the Director of Service, 
an itemized statement of the receipts and disbursements, 
and in January and July of each year, submit to said Dir- 
ector, a full and detailed report ending with January 1st 
of each year thereafter. All money, received by the Water 
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Works collector on account of the Water Works, shall bt 
paid weekly into the City Treasury or oftener if he has re 
ceived the sum of five hundred dollars, and all moneys paic 
into the City Treasury on account of said Water Works 
Disposition of money shall be placed to the credit of the Middletown Watei 

Works, to which use they are exclusively appropriated anc 
shall not be paid out except on the order of the Public Ser 
vice Director in charge. 

Office hours The office of the department of water shall be kepi 

open every week day from 8:00 a. m., until 12 noon, and 
from 1:00 p. m., to 5:00 p. m. Saturday afternoons and 
legal holidays excepted. During the months of January, 
April, July and October the office will be kept open on Mon- 
day evenings from 6 :30 to 8 :00 p. m., being the months of 
collection. 

Inspector ^rp g (g^) There shall also be an Inspector of Water 

Works, who shall serve under the Director of Public Ser- 
vice Department, for such time as the Department may 
deem necessary for the good and efficient management of 
the Middletown Water Works.

to enter property ^^j^j^ hours, enter into any building or house supplied with 

water from said Department of Water, and upon the 
grounds traversed by the water of said works, to examine 
bibs, pipes, meters, cisterns, tanks or other apparatus for 
the purpose of ascertaining the quantity of water consum- 
ed or supplied. 

Tampering with fire Art. 7. No person except the Engineer, Superintend- 
hydrant ^^^ ^^^ yj^.^ Department, for fire purposes, shall open any 

fire hydrant or take water from any public or private hy- 
drant plug, hose, pipe or fountain, or in any way take any 
water for private use unless each person shall first pay for 
the same, and receive the usual permit from the Clerk. 

Permit to connect Art. 8. Application fpr permits to connect service or 

supply pipe with the distributing pipes, must be made to 
the Clerk of the City Commission, and the sum of $10.00 
shall be paid in advance for inserting a %-inch attachment. 
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and the sum of $15.00 shall be paid for inserting a 1-inch 
attachment. When a pipe greater than 1 inch is to be used, 
a special permit must be applied for, provided, than on 
streets paved with asphalt 35c per square foot additional 
shall be paid in excess of the permit charge above mention- 
ed, and on streets paved with macadam 15c per square foot 
shall be paid in excess of the permit charge above men- ^ee for permit 
tioned. An approximate estimate of the amount of street 
service to be torn up shall be given by the applicant for 
such permit. In the event more of said street is torii up 
than wras estimated by the applicant, such applicant shall 
pay for such excess at the schedule rate above mentioned 
under penalty of a forfeiture of his license. 

Art. 9. When it becomes necessary to lay water pipe Laying of water and 
and gas pipes into any building along any paved street, u^m?/^^^ *" ^^"^^ 
both pipes shall be laid in same trench, if the grade of the 
water pipe does not conform to grade of gas pipe as pre- 
scribed by Gas Company, plumber shall fill and properly 
tamp such ditch to proper grade for Gas Company pipe. 
The plumber's responsibility shall here cease and the Gas 
Company must assume all responsibility and see that the 
ditch is closed before night, so as to avoid all accidents. 
Arrangements must be made by plumber and Gas Company 
to carry out above rule. 

Art. 10. On and after January the first, 1915, it shall connection must 
be unlawful for any person, firm or corporation within the 
City of Middletown to maintain and use any connection 
from the water mains of said city and into the home, place 
of business or manufacturing plant of any such person, 
which said connection is of a diameter of more than % 
inches, unless and until such connection shall be furnished 
with a suitable meter for measuring the water as it flows 
there through, which said meter shall be installed and 
maintained at their own expense and under the direction ^"^*^"***^" 
of and shall be to the satisfaction of the Superintendent 
of Water Works of said City and approved by the Ohio 
Inspection Bureau. 

It shall be the duty of said Superintendent of Water ^, 

Non-compliance with 

Works to forbid the use of the city water through such ^uie 
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connections after said date unless the provisions of this 
rule are complied with; and that he shall not make any 
charge for water on fire lines when same is used in case 
of fire. 

(a) The Service Department reserves the right to 
place meters on any or all services connected to the Water 
Works mains. 

(b) Any consumer who has a meter set on his prem- 
ises shall be subject to all costs of buying and setting of 
meters or renting of meters as per schedule rates as other- 
wise provided for. 

(c) The renter of a meter shall be held responsible for 
the meter in his custody, and shall pay all costs of damage 
from any cases over which he has control. When repairs 
are occasioned by wear of meter owned by consumer, the 
owner shall pay for all repairs necessary. 

(d) No meter shall be taken off by plumbers or others, 
after it has been set, except by written permit of the De- 
partment of Public Service. Any plumber or pipe fitter or 
other person, violating this section shall be punished ac- 
cording to law. 

(e) If a meter fails to register properly, the bills 
for water shall be estimated from readings taken when 
meter was in proper order, or from other available inform- 
ation. No deductions will be made where leakage or waste 
occurs. 

Use without permit ART. 11. Any person taking or using water from any 

hydrant or stopcock for domestic or other purposes where 
there is no meter without first having obtained a permit 
from the Clerk, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and upon conviction shall be fined not less than five or not 
more than fifty dollars.

If for a good reason, the trench cannot be 
closed the same day, red lights must be displayed and exca- 
vations barricaded as provided by law.

steps, windows and fronts; except in case of fire, or when 
there is an alarm of fire, during such time, the use of hanc 
hose is positively prohibited for any of the uses heretofore 
enumerated, and any person so offending shall have theii 
water service discontinued. 

Art. 21. The following abuses are absolutely prohib- 
ited : — 

First, in no case will hose be allowed for the purpose 
of sprinkling sidewalks or gardens, washing carriages or 
other vehicles, or domestic purposes, with flows or nozzles 
greater than one-fourth of an inch. 



Any violation of the foregoing rule will subject the of- 
fender to have the water turned off immediately. And the 
unexpired term for which the water may have been paid 
shall be forfeited. 

Second, permitting leaks. 

Third, allowing the water to flow unnecessarily. 

Art. 22. The water for street, sidewalk or garden 
^ ''prohibited'""^^'"^ sprinkling purposes must be fairly applied ; and any exces- 
sive use thereof for these or other purposes is prohibited.

Art. 23. All water rents shall be in lien upon the watey ente^ a iien 
property.

HOW TO TEST YOUR METER. 

A meter will not register more water than passes 
through it, popular opinion to the contrary notwithstand- 
ing, and if surprised at the amount of your bill, test your 
meter ; it requires no expert to do it and a simple method 
is this : See that no water is being drawn from any of the 
fixtures and watch the circle on the dial registering the 
smallest number of cubic feet. If the hand moves at all 
there is a leak somewhere, the extent being shown by the 
movement of the hand. If this is the case find it and have 
it stopped. Finding no leak (the hand remaining station- 
ary) draw into a tank or vessel, of which you know the ex- 
act contents, an amount of water, and you Will find on re- 
ferring to the dial that too much has not been registered; 
it may be less — ^more never. 

If the lowest circle registers one cubic foot for every 
'^Vz gallons passed, the hand will make one complete revo- 
lution, and the hand of the next highest circle, ten cubic 
feet, will move one point.

RULES AND REGULATIONS RELATING TO THE GOV- 
ERNMENT OF LICENSED PLUMBERS. 

1. No person shall introduce a ferrule or other fixture 
into the mains of the Department of Water except licensed 
plumbers or employees of this department. No person 
shall make any attachment to, or connection with the pipes 
of this department, or make any additions to, or alterations 
of any pipe, tap, cock, or other fixture, or change any plain 
faucet to a hose connection or other fixture connected with 
the pipes supplying water to consumers from the said de- 
partment, unless licensed as a plumber by the Board of 
Control, under a penalty of not less than $25.00 for each 
and every offense. 

2. Any plumber wishing to do business in connection 
with the Department of Water shall, before receiving a 
license to do so, file in the ofBce of the department his peti- 
tion in writing, giving the name of his firm and the place 
of business, and ask to become a licensed plumber and per- 
mitted to perform work in connection with said depart- 
ment. The said petition must give satisfactory evidence 
that the applicant is (or employs permanently) a practical 
and experienced plumber ; that he is a citizen of the United 
States, is a master of his trade, and that he will be govern- 
ed in all respects by the rules and regulations which are or 
may be adopted by the department and that he will pay all 
fines imposed upon him for the violation of any of the or- 
dinances of the City of Middletown, or rules and regula- 
tions of the Department of Water. 

3. Said plumber shall execute to the city of Middle- 
town a bond in the sum of $500.00 with two or more sure- 
ties, residents of the county, or a surety company to be ap- 
proved by the Director of Service, conditioned to indemnify 
and save harmless the said city of Middletown of and from 
all damages and losses which may result from the work of 
said plumber being done carelessly or imperfectly; or in 
such a way that injury or loss results therefrom, or by rea- 
son or failure on the part of any employee to comply with 
all or any of the rules and regulations of the Director of 
Service and Board of Health of the City of Middletown re- 
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lating to plumbing, and all the rules and regulations relat- 
ing to excavations in public streets and connections with 
the water pipes, and all ordinances now existing or here- 
after adopted for said departments. Said bond shall in- 
demnify and save harmless all damages which may be caus- 
ed by private individuals by reason of careless or imperfect 
work, either in plumbing or in excavation of streets. 

4. No plumber shall allow his name to be used by any License only to 
other person or party, either for the purpose of obtaining 
permits or doing any work under his license.

11. No plumber shall be permitted to enter the pipe or

cross lots or adjoining premises. Every pipe must be fur- 
nished with a stop and waste-cock immediately after it en- 
ters cellar, so situated that the water can be completely 
shut off and drained when necessary to prevent freezing.

12. Every service pipe must be laid at a uniform depth 
of forty-two (42) inches below the surface from the main 
to the cellar. Service pipes must not be placed in same 
trench as sewer taps. In refilling trenches the earth must 
be properly tamned as the filling progresses, and the sur- 
face restored to practically as good condition as before the 
digging and so maintained for six months. No plumber 
allowed to make any tap or connection to the mains with- 
out having first obtained a permit to do so from the Ser- 
vice Director.
